BONDS THE ONLY WAY! 

As a means of financing At- 
lanta’s water system to meet the 
growing requirements of the city 
and to provide for improvements 
that are urgently needed at the 
present time, the water board will 
ask the city to authorize a bond 
issue. 

A detailed expert survey of the 
situation has just been completed, 
and it shows that the imperative 
demands of the waterworks sys- 
iem cannot be supplied at a cost 
less than $3,000,000. 

This amount, it is estimated, 
will provide a water system ade- 
quate for a city’s, needs until its 
population passes the half million 
mark—and that time is not very 
far ahead. 

The water board long ago recom- 
mended the installation of addi- 
tional filtration and clear water 
basin facilities at the Hemphill 
station, to cost something like 
$700,000. Council approved that 
recommendation, and $250,000 of 
the necessary money to defray the 
cost was appropriated out of this 
year’s special tax levy, and is now 
available. To the extent that this 
money is taken from city funds 
that might have been used for cur- 
rent expenditures of an emergency 
nature, it means the _ starvation 
of other municipal facilities which, 
under our existing financing sys- 
tem, are dependent upon current 
revenue for upkeep and improve- 
ments. 

The city comptroller’s statement 
shows that on the first of next 
January Atlanta will turn the new 
year $300,000 in debt, and on top 
of that council must appropriate 
the additional $450,000 with which 
to complete the new filter. and 
basin project. 

This is only one of the many 
improvements necessary to bring 
the waterworks system up to the 
requirements of today, to say noth- 
ing of the future. 

Yet, regardless of the fact that 
improvements of this sort are 
made on a basis of permanency 
and to serve future generations, 
our present hand-to-mouth system 
of financing the city necessitates 
payment for them out of current 
revenues; the result being that in 
every department the city is run 
down at the heel and far behind 
requirements, and its several de- 
partments are compelled to grub 
along on a starvation basis. 

When the present waterworks 
system was installed, 28 years ago, 
‘it supplied only 2,500,000 gallons 
of water per day to 3,000 consum- 
ers, through 40 miles of water 
pipes, and its receipts from con- 
sumers were then only $60,000 per 
year. 

Today its daily pumpage is 
'5,000,000 gallons, the water being 
listributed to 33,000 consumers, 
hrough 400 miles of pipe, and its 

early receipts are $900,000. 

This illustrates the rapid rate of 
Se elty’s growth since 1892; and 
Atlanta is growing faster today 
than ever before in its history, 

‘The waterworks department its 
remarkably well managed, and tt 
has always been more than self- 
sustaining. 

It would be abundantly able to 
_ finance its own affaira—to keep 
‘pace with the city’s increasing re- 
quirements, and te anticipate the 
future, if it were permitted to do so 
‘out of its income, but Its earnings 
are diverted to supply the other 
half-starved departments of the 
city. 

Atlanta is now bonded for only 
$4,000,000, which is but one-fourth 
of its constitutional bonding lim!- 
tation. 


Yet we are mted with a 
municipal deficit of about $300,000, 
and forced to pay out of current 
revenue $700,000 if we are to get 
waterworks improvements that are 
absolutely necessary to meet the 


future. 

These improvements must be 
made, but the city cannot afford 
them out of current revenue, and 
special tax levies imposed on the 
taxpayers of today burdens that 
should be in part borne by those 
that are to be supplied later by 
permanent improvements. 

The money can easily be pro- 
vided through a bond issue, and 
this is the only way it can be ob- 
tained without hampering the city. 

If future generations will share 
in the benefits, the cost should be 
distributed that future generations 
may likewise share in its payment. 

That is possible only under the 
bonding system.

SANCTITY OF CONTRACT. 

Everywhere business is suffer- 
ing from cancellation of orders, 
and the practice has been so com- 
mon that it has become a grave 
menace to the very business struc- 
ture of the country. 

It is not surprising, therefore, 
that commercial organizations the 
country over are putting under 
way steps to check the growing 
tendency to repudiate business 
obligations made and accepted in 
good faith, and to preserve the 
sanctity of the contract. 

Such action is timely, and it is 
eminently justified; for the stabil- 
ity of our country itself rests 
largely upon the stability and the 
sacredness of obligation of its citi- 
zens, 

The very foundation of all busi- 
ness is the sanctity of contract! 
“‘I promise,’” said the editor of 
The Traffic Club Bulletin, New. 
York, recently, “is the keystone in 
the arch of civilization. . . . With- 
out the willingness of one to give, 
and of another to receive, a prom- 
ise, society as at present consti- 
tuted, could not endure. It would 
descend to the stage where com- 
pliance with demands would de- 
pend on the size of the club and 
the muscular prowess of the 
wielder.” 

This editor goes on very truth- 
fully to say— ; 


A welcher has no standing any- 
where, 


needs of today and of the near’ 


plan which throws on the men 
the responsibility of cleaning the 
central or business portions of the 
city, and the enforcement of the 
municipal laws of cleanliness.

These women are now busy mak- 
ing a survey of conditions, and 
the actual work of cleaning will | 
begin December 6 and continue 
through the 18th, when Atlanta 
will begin to be the healthiest 
city.

The windows ot some of the 
best shops need shining, and so 
does the front steps of a certain 
home on Peachtree street, owned 
by a pretty lady who has failed in 
her duties as a housekeeper. 

The people, who own and con- 
trol bill bogrd space are to be ap- 
proached, and the three news- 
papers are to be reminded about 
the way the newsboys scatter 
papers. Corner stores are to be 
reproached for disorder on their 
corners, gnd even the front prem- 
ises of churches are to come un- 
der the survey. 

The sanitary inspector has is- 
sued a set of recommendations so 
that housekeepers will be enabled 
to see where his obligation in re- 
lation to the garbage can ends, and 
where theirs begins, and the rep- 
resentative on the central com- 


The banker says: “If my cus- 
tomer repudiates his contracts for | 
merchandise, what assurance have | 
I that he will pay his loans? If | 
the trade cannot trust him, how | 
can J?” 

The newspaper publisher says: 
“If he will not receive and pay for 
goods covered by contract, why 
should I believe he will adopt a 
different attitude toward his ad- 
vertising contracts?” 

The contract canceller apparent- 
ly acts on the theory that a con- 
tract is a contract only as long as 
its fulfillment is profitable, but 
when it is not—when its fulfill- 
ment entails temporary loss—it is 
equivalent to the erstwhile Ger- 
man kaiser’s conception of a dis- 
advantageous treaty: A mere 
scrap of paper! 

Prosperity depends largely upon 
confidence; confidence, upon a 
general demonstration of willing- 
ness to keep one’s word—written 
or spoken, and to this extent the 
welfare of the country hinges 
upon the value of contract obliga- 
tion. 

When a contract is entered into 
—whether it be for goods to be de- 
livered, or for service to be per- 
formed—it should be lived up to to 
the letter. 

If it proves profitable, well and 
good; if it entails loss, even the 
loser gains in the long run—gains 
in reputation and the respect of 
his fellow men as being trust- 
worthy, and as one “whose word 
is as good as his bond.” 

In a report a few days ago the 
credit co-operation and _ credit 
methods committee of the Nation- 
al Association of Credit Men made 
the astounding revelation that at 
the present rate the cancellation 
of business contracts is costing 
this country $100,000,000 a year! 
A blind man can see what the 
ultimate result will be unless the 
practice of welching on contracts 
is stopped. >

STILL ON THE MAP. 


“The Passing of Nome” is the 
caption of an editorial that re- 
cently appeared in The San Fran- . 
cisco Chronicle, the statement } 
being made that the once famous 
Alaskan port has experienced such 
a decline during the last few 
years that, to all intents and pur- 
poses, it has virtually passed out 
of existence. 

In substantiation of this theory 
The Chronicle made these direct 
assertions: 


“Nome is moribund.” 

Besides tne gold petween high 
and low water marks there is noth- 
ing else at Nome.” 

“One side of the beach is a bar- 
ren sea, on the other an equally 
barren tundra.” 

“The gold gone, all these thou- 
Sands are gone, too. Nome had 
nothing else.” 


But the editorial was not to go 
unchallenged; for Nome had at 
least one friend and champion in 
the Golden Gate city who immedi- 
ately went to the defense of the 
city of adventure, romance, hard- 
Ships and gold, and who, in a 
communication published by The 
Chronicle, declared flatly that the 
forezoing statements were untrue 
and without foundation. 

To prove what he said was true, 
and that which The Chronicle 
said was false and a libel upon 
the fair name of Nome, he cited 
the following statistics taken from 
the report of the United States 
customs service for the port in

From the face of these cold fig- 
ures it would seem that Nome’s 


The statistics quoted show most 
creditably, especially in view of. 
the fact that the navigation. sea- 
son at Nome is only four montns 
in duration, as compared with 
twelve months open season con- 
ditions enjoyed by every _ other 
United States port. « 

From them it would appear that 
only the “news value” of Nome 
has perceptibly diminished with 
time, and that our northermost 
port, ice-locked for eight months 
each year, is not only still on the 
map, but still plodding along and 
doing business at the same old 
stand—annually affording addi- 
tional vindication of Seward’s wis- 
dom and foresight in buying 
Alaska for the United States at 
a price which Nome almost, if not 
entirely, matches in exports every 
year! 


TIME TO CLEAN HOUSE. 

During the last few days it is 
said that more open gambling 
dens have been closed in the city 
of Atlanta than at any time since 
about forty years ago, Captain 
James W. English, as mayor, 
proved his right to place among 
Atlanta’s immortals in our hall of

Since then Atlanta has been re- 
markably free from that form of 
vice. : 

But all of a sudden, probably 
incident to the condition of gen- 
eral unrest and to the wholesale

There are two good reasons for 
not writing about Eugene O'Neill, 
but neither of them seems quite 
good enough for neglecting afhard- 
working young American dramatist 
who is doing his best, according to 
his port lights, for the staggering 
theater of these degenerate days. 
The first of the reasons is that the 
place to judge a playwright is on 
the boards and not in a library, but 
Mr. O'Neill is probably known to 
more readers than auditors, so that 


just reason is quashed. The sec- 
ond anc more serious impediment is 
that the prospective author of the 
remarks finds his plays extremely 


distasteful, but realizes that a great ' 


many better men and women do 
not, and hopes that justice may yet 
be done. 

And there are, as usual, extenuat- 
ing circumstances. For Mr. O'Neill 
is the son of no less a person than 
our friend Monte Cristo, who can 


not have exclaimed less than a mil- 
lion times that the world was his 
befor’ proceeding to the opening of 
his helpless oyster, Probably after 
watching his papa descend those 
marble stairs a thousand or s- times, 
elegantly turned out in_- satin 
breeches and lace ruffles, young Mr. 
O'Neill's violent preference for hick- 
ory shirts and patched _ suits of 
something called dungaree, 1s no 
more than human. The count had, 
of course, some years of very tedi- 
ous incarceration in the ill-famed 
chateau @iIf and at least a bad 
quarter of an hour when he was 
swiftly hurled from its lofty bat- 
tlements. to depths uncomfortably 
close to Davy Jones’ locker. But 
the audiences see no more of those 
unhappy days than is necessary for 
comprehension and the rest of Monte 
Cristo’s career was all cakes and ale 
and the great pleasure of counting 
off one forgets how many enemies 
into a better world. 
Pessimistic View of Life. 

After reading about ten of Eu- 
gene O’Neill’s plays, however, one 
is obliged to find that he is as 


far from the existence of the world 
and his wife as the romantic Dumas. 
Certaintly, very few people find 
treasure-bearing islands and even 
fewer dive gallantly from a ship 
at sea to pursue a Buckingham and 
save the honor of an Anne of Aus- 
tria. But neither does every one 
cut his throat before breakfast, or 
die piteously in the hold of a ship 
at sea, or go mad from sojourning 
in ‘the frozen north, or hang up a 
rope in his barn as a delicate sug- 
gestion to a returning prodigal]. Hap- 
pily, very few of us have known 
the hero of even one of these dis- 
mal deeds, but Mr. O’Neill has all of 
them and several more inside the 
covers of a book containing no more 
than stwo hundred pages and with 


wide margins and quite large type | 


at that. 

The world as yet affords only 
two mediums suitable for more or 
less permanent residence and this 
makes it particularly unfortunate 
that Mr. O'Neill should be able to 
demonstrate that both land and wa- 
ter are abodes of misery. If you 
stay at home and work on the an- 


cestral farm, you will have a hid- 
eous time of it. Your wife will be 
a poor housekeeper, your mother- 
in-law will be as bad as any to 
be foung in the funny papers and 
ultimately you will die of the great 
white plague. If you go to 8é€a, 
you will lead a dog’s life “just one 
ship after another, hard work, small 
pay, and bum grub; and when we 
git into port, just a drunk endin 
up in a fight, and al] your money 
gore and then ship away again. 
Never meetin’ no nice people; never 
gittin’ outa sailor town, hardly, in 
any port; travelin’ all over the 
world and never seein’ none of it; 
without no one to care whether 
you’re dead or alive.” 

Mr. O'Neill is so much more pes- 
simistic than Schopenhauer that one 
feels positively cheerful after an 
hour of two of his gloom, for life 
is so very much livelier than he 


pictures it, that one decides that 
Browning and Pollyanna are justi- 
fie’ in finding all right with the 
world. It is necessary to make the 
long voyage to Russia and the 
dramas of Maxim Gorky to find such 
a vale of tears as Mr, O'Neill's un- 
fortunate characters exist in—“A 
Night's Lodging” is one of the few 
Plays that has added more to the 
gloom of the nation than “Beyond 
the Horizon.” There were doubt- 
less a great many squalid and vici- 
ous lives in the Russia of the czars 
and there certainly are a great many 
more squalid and more vicious lives 
under Lenin and Trotzky, but that 
is no reason why the playwrights 
of the land of the free, where a 
great many more people wear satin 
than dungaree, should adopt the 
economic condition of Russia along 
with its brilliant dramatic struc- 
ture. 
Clings to Unities. 


But Mr. O'Neill clings tenaciously 


to the technical precepts that Dr. | 


Baker, of Harvard, taught him. Even 
Aristotle could take very little ex- 
ception to his remembrance of the 
immortal unities and nothing hap- 
pens by accident (perhaps because 
very little happens at all). Every 
man is the victim of his own char- 
acter and his environment and one’s 
principal objection is just to these 
characters and this environment. 
For Mr. O'Neill has overlooked one 
of Aristotle’s major sayings—that 
if one is to suffer pity and terror 
for the misfortunes of a tragic hero, 
he must be neither so good that his 
terrible fate is shocking, nor so bad 
that it is no more than just deserts. 
His Roberts and Andrews’ and 
Smittys and Driscolls are all pre- 
destined for misery by their re- 
markable lack of both brains and 
character and since theatrical au- 
diences are not usually made up of 
the world’s failures, his plays seem 
unlikely to drive Mr. George Cohan 
and Mr. Roi Meggue from the stage 
of Manhattan. But you never can 
tell. 

Mr. Alexander Woolcott, of The 
Times—and he seems to represent 
his fellow metropolitan critics— 
says, apropos of Mr. O’Neill’s newly 
presented “Emperor Jones,” that it 
“reinforces the impression that for 
strength and originality he has no 
rival among the writers for the 
stage.” And who is to say so dis- 
tinguished a critic is wrong.

Releases, sales and banking are 
the subjects dealt with in this 
week’s installment of The Constitu- 
tion’s weekly legal news notes, com- 
piled for this paper by Johnson &

to present in simple form phases 
of the law most likely to be et in 
ordinary business transactions, s0 
that the layman may readily under- 
stand them. 

Release. 

An injured passenger who volun- 
tarily, and on consideration ade- 
quate for the known injuries, exe- 
cutes written release Of all claims, 
cannot, on subsequent discovery of 
further injuries, obtain cancellation 
of release on ground of mistake, in 
absence of fraud or undue influence. 
23 Ga. App. 554. 

Under civil code 1910, section 
4309, where payee of note releases 
one joint maker, the other is dis- 
charged from liability. 18 Ga. App. 
128. 

The subsequent release to an ex- 
ecuted contract is in itself a con- 
tract, and a plea setting up such a 
defense must show that the release 
relied on was founded upon a con- 
sideration. 21 Ga. App. 622. 


Sales. 

Under civil code 1919, section 
4106, held that, where there was 
an identification of the thing sold, 
an agreement as to the price, and 
consent of the parties, there was 
an actual sale. 17 Ga. App. 409. 

Where the contract is signed by 
the seller, but not by the buyer, but 
the buyer afterwards makes and 
signs an entry on the contract that 
he has received a part of the cotton 
bought, the contract ts thereby made 
binding on both parties. 144 Ga. 392. 

For contract of purchase to be- 
come effective when entered into by 
correspondence, the offer’ to buy 
must be accepted by seller uncondi- 
tionally. 21 Ga. App. 1690.

Banks and Banking. 
Prior to 1893 there was no general 


law of this state declaring the indi- 
vidual liability of stockholders in 
banks, and whether such IMiability 
existed depended upon the provi- 
sions ofthe charterin a given case.

Every raid on a gambling resort 
makes a revelation of human 2a- 
ture which tends to rob us of our 
pride in the race. The first thing 
which is heard:is a “squeal.” In a 
noble effort to get into the trough 
with both feet, some one got hurt. 
There is always a righteous pro- 
test against fraud, though the pro- 
testant always, in his zeal to catch 
the thief, forgets to mention the 
holy motives which led him into 
such select company. My stock of 
sympathy is left unimpaired by the 

laints of these shorn lambs, who 

ave been bleating their pathetic 
testimony since the recent raids in 
Atlanta. 

But I have found my thoughts 
turned in sincere search for the 
significance of the unusually wide- 
spread spirit of gambling which is 
manifesting itself in every phase of 
our social life. Why is’ it so wide- 
spread, and is it really a hurtful 
habit? 

The Spirit of Adventure. 

Every habit, good or bad, which 
has ever taken hold of men to any 
great extent has made its original 
appeal to some normal instinct. The 
charm of gambling is its element 
of adventure. It appeals to the 
spirit which dares the unknown, It 
carries with it the tingle of expec- 
tancy and the thrill of uncertainty. 
It is the answer to a challenge, the 
joy of a risk. This is in essence 


the spirit of the pioneer and dis- 
coverer, and without it there could 
have been no progress of the race. 
To go forward always means to 
face uncertainty, and to risk what 
we have already gained. 


Struck with this evident element 


search to find out whether gambling 
had ever tended to produce pioneers, 
discoverers or inventors: While it 


is true that one finds that some 
scientists, inventors and pioneers 
have been fond of gambling, so far 
from samen being a means of 
encouraging the spirit of research, 
discovery or conquest in any line 
of progress, it seems to deaden it. 


The reason is not hard to find. 
An instinct is an appetite, or hun- 
ger, and its development is deter- 
mined by the food which is given 
it. So this instinct of adventure, 
when fed upon the thrill of expect- 
ancy which comes from the turn 
of a card is satisfied with its food, 


and is not led to long for adven- 
tures in unknown lands or thirst 
for any undiscovered knowledge. 
Th» form of the appetite is fixed by 
its food. 


The Play Spirit. 

It seems necessary to make this 
distinction. In a genuine game the 
game itself furnishes the adven- 
ture and the winning of the game 
is the only stimulus needed for the 
play spirit. In gambling the game 
is subordinated to the thing you 
Play for, and becomes merely a 
means to the end. Here the stakes 
furnish the dare and risk, and the 
wirning of the stakes is the stimu- 
lus to the play spirit. 

Just here I contend that gambling 
is an inevitable enemy to the play 
‘spirit. Where the adventure and 
play spirit depends upon the stakes, 
it is only natural that the increase 
of the value of the stakes should 
increase the element of risk, and 
thus the eagerness of the play. But 
stakes represent something more 
than the winning of the game. This 
money value stands for serious re- 
sponsibilities and plans in life. In- 
voluntarily there enters into the 


desires to win, other motives than 
the mere game spirit. Even where 
the stakes are not large enough to 
make the loss a very serious con- 
sideration, nevertheless, it adds an 
element of anxiety which has a se- 
riousness akin to business, without 


of the gambling spirit, I made some. 


the beneficient business principle of 
giving an adequate return for value 
received. : 

And who has ever yet been able 
to predict how soon the value of 
the stakes will become large enough 
to put in jeopard serious obliga- 
tions to others, and vital plans for 
the future? Since the dare and risk 
of the game, with its thrilling un- 
certainties, depend upon the stakes, 
why not make the stakes valuable 
enough to stimulate the excitement? 


That this is the danger and A 
dency of playing for stakes, et 
Craps or Cricket. 

I plead for the preservation and 
development of the play spirit which 
is threatened by the spirit of gam- 
bling. Wa need that love of @ 
game for the game's sake—that 
spirit which challenges every fac- 
ulty of mind and body with the/ 
Pure desire to excel. We need t 
develop in our girls and boys an 
appreciation of the value of the 
laurel wreath, which has no mar- 
ket value, but which satisfies the 


soul with its consciousness of ac. 
complishment. 

Let us face the tragic significance 
of the fact that an increasing n 

ber of our boys find craps mor 
fascinating than footbaH, and that 
a majority of our youths in high 
schooland colege satisfy their play 
instinct by standing by and betting 
on the skill of the few who play 
real games. The classic quotation 
of Wellington that ‘“‘Waterloo 
won on the cricket fields of Eng- 
land,” suggests to us the sad con- 
clusion that we must trust for our 
future victories to the crap games 
and bridge tables of America.

Thus in a strangely fa- 
tal fashion the westerra nations, 
seeking to disarm bolshevism, have 
again and again succeeded only in 
providing it with weapons for a 
new attack. 

But to return to Geneva for a 
moment. It is. transparent that 
peace in the world is impossible 
while the largest compact block of 
human beings in Europe not only 
lies outside the area of the federa- 
tion seeking to establish peace, but 
is engaged in carrying on a war 
(which is as much a war of ideas 
as a war of weapons), against all 
the principles and conceptions of 
that federation. it was, moreover, 
the Russian situation which really 
accounted for much of the failure 
at Paris. 


Russian Obstacle 
Steadily Grows. 


At the Congress of Vienna the 
elements in the ‘European situation 
were all in hand. The committee 
for the liquidation of the European 
situation which assembled at the 
Hapsburg capital were collective- 
ly possessed of all the assets of 
Europe, they had the armies to con- 
trol, they had the will. to control. 
When Napoleon came back from 
Elba and challenged their settle- 
ment they vindicated their title to 
Europe at Waterloo. But the bol- 
shevists in the Paris period again 
and again demonstrated that the 
writ of the Big Four did not run 
beyond the Niemen and the Bere- 
sina. 

What always paralyzed the states- 
men at Versailles was the inability 
to arrive at a policy with respect ef 
Russia. And if this was a patent 
handicap in the winter and spring 
of 1919. it has been even more of 
an obstacle since the Paris confer- 
ence dissolved after they had given 
up the Russian problem and washed 
their hands of it by turning it over 
to the cabinets of the co-operating 
governments. In their turn these 
statesmen. have quvarreled among 
themselves as to the right thing to 
do ever since, and, while quarrel- 
ing, have done first one thing and 
then another. 

Fither the league of nations is a 
sham or it is the supreme _fact in 
the world situation. But, while the

league is wrestling with agenda, 


bolshevism is sweeping Wrangel 
into the putrid sea and making 
good its challenge to ali that the 
league of nations represents. The 
settlement of the constitution of 
Danzig, the regulation of the public 
order of Saarbrucken, the final al- 
location of the Aland island are 
interesting details in contemporary 
history, but the Russian revolution 
is the dominating fact, it cannot be 
ignored. The Paris conference ig- 
nored it, and the results are plain 
in one great war, the Russo-Polish 
and in many minor conflicts since 
that immortal body adjourned with- 
out date. — ~ 

It is essential, moreover, to 
recognize the wider significance of 
the fall of Wrangell. Great Britain 
in the Near East and France in the 
north adopted parallel policies 
Neither could acquire with their 
own fighting resources that posi- 
tion which each desired: It was 
necessary to deputize smaller na- 
tions. France desired to hold Russia 
apart from Germany and provide 
a check upon Germany onthe east, 
if Germany chose to follow old 
pathways. Accordingly, France dep- 
utized Poland to act for her. The 
result was the protraction of the 
Russo-Polish situation, the war of 
last spring and summer. Poland 
won, with French help. But it was 
a near thing, and to fortify the 
victory Poland was compelled to 
agree to the armistice of Riga, 
profitable momentarily to Poland, 
but carrying with it the doom of 
Wrangel. 

Britain. on her part, was con- 
cerned with the eastern Mediterra- 
nean and western Asia. She desired 
to prevent a return of Russia to the 
Dardanelles, she desired to estab- 
lish a friendly order in the whole 
Near East. She, therefore, select- 
ed Greece as her™soldier. Greece 
aS a consequnce, acquired. much in 


Her succession to the title of Con- 
Stantinople with British approval) 
was only waiting on a propitious 
moment. But to play the role of | 
a great power in the Aegean and 
in Asia Minor. Greece was com- 
pelled to maintain a large army, to 
Wage a war with Turkish nation- 
alism. Venizelos made Greece great. 
but in the end Greece has found 
&reatness too. expensive.

And with the fall of Venizelos 
British policy in the Near East falls 


temporarily, at the least. This fall 
has too a very,close relation to 
the Wrangell defeat. All the sit- 
uation in Asia Minor, indeed, the 
whole situation from the Black Sea 
to the Indian ocean is fiuid. To- 
day bolshevism has the opportun- 
ity, allying itself with Turkish na- 
tionalism to advance along all the 
historic routes of invasion, wheth- 
er westward along the south shore 
of the Black Sea toward Constan- 
tinople, or southward to the head- 
Waters of the Tigris and the Euph- 
rates. Westward Turkish national- 
ism in arms will welcome it, south- 
ward the Arabs are out against 
both the British and the French. 
All the laborious bargains, ad- 
justments, compromise affecting the 
eastern question during and since 
the world war become just so much 
Waste paper now, unless the na- 
tions concerned and the British na- 
tion primarily, are prepared to fight 
for the maintenance of the bargains. 
But to fight now will be to fight 
with British, not with Greek troops. 
Greece has patently’ thrown aside 
the grandiose but expensive mis- 
Sion ir conformity with which her 
armies were advancing from Smyr- 
na, supported, as far as cannon 
could carry. by the British Mediter- 
renean fleet. Henceforth, we may 
Isok for retreat rather than ad- 
vance of Greek armies and an ad- 
vance by Turkish armies, for whom 
the road to tangancy with bolshev- 
ism is already open, for Armenia, 
even before President Wilson has 
been able to fix appropriate fron- 
tiers, has collapsed as a buffer state | 
and made terms with Turk and 
Trotzky alike. : 
Conceivably (the possibility has 
always been unmistakable) we are 
now at the point where bolshev- 
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» Poland for 


ism, the Russian revolution, will be. 
able to militarize itself. If it does 
it confronts a Europe as divided 
and incapable of sustained military 
resistance as did France, when at 
last Napoleon arrived. Possibly 
Russia revolution is ready for a 
brief truce, like that of Amiens in 
1804, momentarily interrupting a 
struggle,. which was promptly re- 
sumed and e@ntinued for ten long 
years. 

lf Russia decides to attack Po- 
land in the spring will Europe de- 
fend Poland? Obviously not. On 
the contrary Europe will, in the 
main, ~follow the British example 
of last summer and escape from 
the duty asserting that Poland is 
responsible for the war. France 
will do her best, this is certain, 
but France can do little and French 
assistance will be hampered at all 
pints not alone by the Germans, 
but by her recent allies, by Italy 
and by Britain. By contrast, in 
Asia Minor, a successful rising ot 
the Turks, an Osmanli effort to un- 
do the work of British statesman- 
ship in the Near East and restore 
the Turk will hace French sympa- 
thy, and for that matter, Italian. 

If the Russians desire a pretext 
for a resumption of war upon Po- 
land, the Lithuanian dispute fur- 
nishes it ready to hand. If the 
Russians desire justification for a 
refusal now to stand by the fron- 
tiers fixed at Riga and insist upon 
a return to the Curzon line, British 
and American official utterances 
fupply the necessary moral ammu 
nition. Of course, the bolshevists | 
care nothing for ethnic, lines, Cur- 
zon or otherwise. They are not 
making war for frontiers. A fron- 
tier with Trotzky and Lenine is n. 
a division “between Russia and a 
neighbor, it is merely the point at 
which the new attack upon wesierh 
civilization will begin. 


Wrangel’s Defeat 
British Victory. 


It is patent that the defeat o-: 
Wrangel is a victory for the Briit- 
ish advocacy of commercial inter- 
course with Russia, just as the vic- 
tory of Weygand was a triumph 
for the French policy of non-inter- 
course. But what is not clear is 
that either policy corresponds with 
the Russian facts. It is fair to, 
say that the defeat of Wrange! 
winds up the policy of restoring old 
Russia by making use of the dis- 
contented elements within the Rus- 
sian state. There is no one left 
who can seriously suggest that an 
outside indorsement of a domestic 
Russian rebellion can have any 
more satisfactory outcome than 
those which in the past have ali 
er-led in dismal failure. 

But it is less clear that merely 
opening trade relations with Russia 
will terminate the war between bol- | 
shevism and the west. [ fancy thai | 
if the proper authorities and agen- 
cies were interrogated publicly a. 
the present moment, they would 
supply testimony as to bolshevisi 
ac‘ivity, right here in the United 
States as to activity directly and 
deliberately promoted from Russia. 
which would at least awaken a 
measure of interest within our own 
frontiers. It has always been easy 
to make peace with Russia, so far 
as the rest of the world was con- 
cerned, the west had only to recog- 
nize the Russia in revolution and 
that would be done. But it. has 
rever yet been_possible to arrive at 
a settlement by which the Russians 
would quit their war upon the 
west. As official announcement al- 
ready indicates, Great Britain will 
lead the way to the renewal of 
ec mmercial intercourse with the 
bolshevist republic. Italy is al- 
ready agreed to such a policy. 
France can do nothing, and the 
United States will do nothing. It 
is conceivable that such a bargain 
will temporarily interrupt Rus- 
sian military operations against 
Rusia, despite her re- 
cent victory is in no situation to 
carry on campaign immediately, 
But will such a course put an end 
to Russian propaganda, to the de- 
liberate attempt to provoke and 
promote rebellion, revolution within 
western nations carried on by duly 
authorized agents? 

The difficulty as between the 
league of nations (and the Paris 
conference before it) and the bol- 
shevist state has lain in the total 
irreconcilability of the ends pursued 
by thetwo. The league of nations

Now the league of 
nations at Geneva, like the con- } 
querors of Germany at Paris, ig- 
nores the challenge. The states- 


frame rules and regulations for pre- 
serving an existing society, when 
that society and allitrepresents are 
not only ehallenged but actually 
undergoing attack. No single cir- 
cumstanceée of the Paris conference, 
for all who were present, wgs more 
impressiv® tkan the fashion which 
representatives of the nations ar- 
gued and debated over questions of 
precedence in national interests, 
over the most minute details. ter- 
ritorial, economic and militarw. 
while all, with one accord. ignored 
the great hrutal insfstent act of 
Russian bolshevism. 

One circumstance remains 
mind now as the wmnast. atrkin- 
memories of Paris. We were all 
submerged in disputes over everyv- 
thing from the Sarre to Darzi¢, when 
the news arrived that Bala Knn 
had come to Budapest. that Bolshe- 
vism was In control in the capital 
of Hungary. while all Germany was 
shaken bv symnathetic disturbances. 
The result was an hour of panic. 
frantic meetings, conferences and 
then—nothine. a return to the old 
noliev of fenoringe, Rusta. = the 
face of the fart the Paris conference 
could not make mp its mina to de 
anvthine.

The masses have not ris- 
en to welcome deliverers represent- 
ing old Russia and representing us 
of the west..-In the end they have 
either risen against the deliverers 
Or remained quiescent. After the 
Polish victories a few months age 
western newspapers were _ filled 
with reports of the riots in Mos- 
cow, of the revolts of various re- 
gions against Trotzky and Lenin, 
but seeking confirmation in subse- 
quent events we arrive at the ré- 
cent grim tragedy about the walls 
of Sepastapol, which has known 
other tragedies in another century. 
- The west has had three ideas of 
the proper policy to be pursued 
with respect of Russia. In January, 
1919, it wanted to turn the vic- 
torious allied armies against the 
weak and welknight. helpless bol- 
shevist forces and smash them. But 
the allied armies would not march, 
they were done with war, French, 
British, even American soldiers 
pretty promptly convinced their 
commanders that there would 
be no new ycampaign. And behind 
the soldier the civilian made his 
voice heard with equally unmistak- 
able accents. War on Russia 
threatened revOlutions at home, 
Paris appreciated the fact and the 
policy disappeared. 

But the idea survived. If the al- 
lied armies would not fight. the 
border tribes and the dissatisfied 
ninorities or majorities within 
Russia could supply the human am- 
munition and the allied arsenais 
would supply the cannon and the 
shells. Europe was simply liaden 
with useless and unemployed war 
machinery. [n addition, the allied 
fleets would provide protection at 
the cpasts and the allied armies 
would supply officers. There was 
the blockade to be used also. 

So, after all. we made war upon 


' Russia and have continued to make 
war. 


But we have lost the war. At 
the outset fit was impossible to 


compare the divergent ideas of the 
Russians who were to save Russia 
intact and the border tribes whose 
concern was with the border lands, 
they wished to take from Russia as 
their reward for campaign in which 
theirs was the casualty list. Failing 
to co-ordinate our attack we allowed 
the bolshevists to crush their do- 
mestic foes, while the border tribes 
were quiescent, and thereafter to 
concentrate against the greatest of 
the border tribes, namely, Poland, 
and almost crush it. Finally, with 
Poland in 1920, as with Germany in 
1918. bolshevism made a ostly 
peace to obtain the opportugity to 
dispose of x dangerous domestic re- 
bellion. . 

Today we are back where we were 
in 1918, with this important fer- 
ence, that the last visible founda- 
tion for a domestic deliverance of 
Russia has been removed. Bolshev- 
ism can turn against the border 
tribes if it chooses now, against 
the Poles on the Pripet, against the 
tumanians on the Dniester, and the- 
prospect of another Wrangell is re- 
mote. And unless we undertake to 
defend Rumania and Poland, who 
were our agents in our war against 
bolshevism, they must surrender or 
succumb. It is essentially dishonest 
to deny the fact that the war be- 
tween the border tribes and the bol- 
shevists was in its origin our war. 
We, the western .nations, deputized 
the border tribes to fight our bat- 
tles, we paying in money and they 
in blood. If they had_nationalistic 
and even chauvinistic objects in 
mind, so far from criticising them 
in the winter of 1919, we welcomed 
them as supplying the incentive for 
that attack upon bolshevism which 
the Paris conference, the nations 
gathered at Paris @eésired, but did 
no dare to make directly. 


British Plan 
Also Weak. - 


Now we come to the present pol- 
icy, the last set of ideas, which have 
a British origin in the main. Under 
these ideas the west should now 
proceed to abolish the blockade, en- 
ter into commercial relations with 


lithe bolshevists, relying upon these 
Yelations to do what rebellion and 
foreign attack have not done. Once 
the Russian people begin to trade 
with the world, so the argument 
runs they will speedily destroy their 
domestic tyranny, bolshevism, im- 
pregnabie to domestic revolution 
promoted from without, and not to 
be conquered by attacks by border 
tribers, munitioned by the western 
nations will collapse. 


But those who insist upon the 
soundness of this argument are no 
more convinced than those who in- 
sisted that the other two policies 
were each in turn sure solutions. 
Indeed, in some cases the spokes- 
men are the same. What is lacking 
is proof. The discussion is terribly 
complicated by the economic situa- 
tion of various nations. British in- 
dustry waits upon the Russian mar- 
kets alike for raw materials and 
tor its own exports. Italy believes 
that with the blockade abolished 
Russian food will flow to Mediter- 
ranean ports. Yet those who ‘:now 
Russia best measure in years the 
period during which Russian raw 
materials and foodstuffs will be 
unavailable for the west. 

Domestic politics drive Britain 
and Italy toward commercial! rela- 
tions with Russia. Equally selfish 
political interests hold France back. 
But neither the proponents nor the 
opponents of the latest policy face 
the essential fact that bolshevism 
is, iself, a state of war with the 
west, that Bolshevism prefers to 
make war with propaganda*~ today. 
because it lacks resources for arm- 
ed: conquest. t that underlying al! 
else in the minds of Trotzky and 
Lenine is the determination to de- 
.stroy what we in the west have 
been taught to believe is the only 
possible framework for society. 

When-we were fighting Germany 
it became gradually clear to all of 
the allied people that there was in 
the German cause something which 
went beyond the ordinary limits of 
war aims. It was this circumstance 


nione which on a dozen occasions 
prevented the Germans from turn- 


ing a shining triumph into a suc- 
cessful peace. We were, as a nation, 
reluctantly drawn into the world 
war because, despite eager and sus- 
tained efforts;.qwe could find no 
way to avoid.armed resistance to 
German policy.Jitimately the vast 
mass of A . sg. agreed in the 
conclusion that war was inescapable 
in the presence of German policy. 

So far it has @ot become clear to 
the west, to the Masses of the west- 
ern that there is any irreconcilable 
divergence between bolshewip Rus- 
sia and’ western’democracy, State- 
men who have oétasionally and mo- 
mentarily perceived the fact have 
been powerless’ t@ act upon the dis- 
covery and compelled to dismiss all 
thought of action as a consequence 
of the lack of all sustaining nationa! 
sentiment. This expiains more than 
all else our consistent failure in 
dealing with Russia, but it does not 
change the basic fact. It explains 
why Paris ignored Russia, why Ge- 
neva has been eqttally oblivous, so 
far as policy ig concerned, to Rus- 
sian facts. 

Yet it seems to me that the defeat 
of Wrangel may easily prove a land- 
mark in history. It represents one 
more failure to conquer a self-pro- 
claimed enemy. It probably fore- 
shadows total change-of policy, an 
abandonment after defeat of a policy 
which was war. Weare almost cer- 
tainly on the point of giving up the 
struggle. There is nothing left but 
to fight directly, openly, to wage 
war ourselves or give it up, our 
agents have disappeared or stand 
helpless. But will the enemy give 
it up? Certainly it takes two sides 
to make a quarrel, but how can one 
side make peace? 

Furthermore, it will be at least 
a measure of justified caution to 
examine closely the exports froin 
Russia to the west, when trade re- 
lations are resumed, for it ig not 
impossible that these exports wil! 
contain more of explosive than of 
foodstuffs, more of propaganda than 
of raw materials.

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Tax Exempt Mortgages, 
Federal Home Loan 
Board or Some Similar 
Action Must Come Soon.

That the housing question is fast 
becoming one of the serious prob- 
lems of the nation, and more par- 
ticularly the means necessary for 
proper financing of the home build- 
ing movement that has come almost 
to a standstill] in all parts of the 
country, is evidenced daily in every 
corner of the land. 

The Atlanta Constitution is to.be 
commended for the space it has been 
giving to leadersinthe building and 
financial world for the expression 


of views on this subject, for it is a 
matter that is striking at the very 
foundations of our civilization. 
Senator Kenyon recently returned 
‘o Washington from an investigation 
of the housing conditions over the 
country conducted by a special sen- 
ate committee and announced that 
it was the greatest problem before 
the country. He said that there 
were about 18,000,000 people in the 
United States not properly housed 
and that as a whole this country is 
about 1,000,000 homes short. He

urged that federal assistance should 
be given-~home builders, just as the 
government has aided the farmers 
through the federal loan banks. 


“In Chicago we found in one con- 
gressional district an average of sev- 
enteen persqns to one house and 
500,000 persons without decent living 
facilities,” he said. “Many of these 
are aliens and it so happens that 
those suffering most are the alien 
population. Such a condition sure- 
ly breeds discontent and encourages 
movements against the government. 
Much of the crime results from this 
condition.” 

Congressman H. Clyde Kelly, of 
Pennsylvania, is another -national 
leader who is taking a strong hand 
in the move for action along this 
line. He advocates the development 
of every postoffice in the country as 
a “people’s bank” for receiving sav- 
ings deposits, the payment of 4 per 
cent on the money deposited and the 
loaning out of that money at 5 per 
cent to persons who desire to build 
homes. He believes that such a law 
would solve the housing problem. 
Congressman Nolan has a plan to 
create a federal home loan board 
and United States Senator Cal- 
der is advocating the exemption of 
mortgage loans from taxation. 

On this matter of tax exempt 
mortgages a very clear statement 
was recently made by the Metal 
| Path News, a portion of which is as 
follows: 

“The construction industry has 
been worried about the transporta- 
tion situation, but the minute that 
fthe banks were unwilling to float 
loans, building activities stopped 
and railroad conditions and coal be 
came only incidental. 

“The banks were obliged to stop 
construction loans, not because of 
prices of materials, but because they 
could not dispose of the real estate 
mortgages to their customers. This 
was largely due to the federa)] in- 
come tax which, with its heavy sur- 
tax on the larger incomes, makes 
mortgage buying at 6 per cent ab- 
solutely impossible. - Exactly how 
this work against the larger in- 
comes—the sources of most of the 
investment money—is seen below. 

“The present agitation to make 
mortgages on homes exempt from 
federal tax should, therefore, be 
thoroughly understood by those who 
are in the building business, and 
who are now powerless to aid in the 
housing shortage, because loans are 
not available. | 

“No one factor is as vital to the 
safety of the whole country as the 
building of homes, and it Is, there- 
fore, the privilege as well as the 
duty of every one connected with

“Think for a moment of the great 
saving in bookkeeping detail if on 
the 10th of the month the previous 
month’s sales should stand on yotr 
books either in the form of cash 
in the bank or trade acceptances 
in the safe. If your receivables are 
in the form of trade acceptances 
they can be at once turned into 
cash; therefore a business man who 
does business on a trade accept- 
ance basis is in a strong position, 
at all times.”

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livelihood depends upon construction 
activity, to advocate legislation 
which will release vast sums for 
home-building. 

“The govarnment—that means the 
people—have within their reach a 
very powerful force to attract suf- 
ficient capital to the construction of 
homes if it is only called into play. 
To encourage American manufac- 
ture, a tariff was imposed, and to 
increase farm loans and municipal 
improvements, exemption from fed- 
edal income tax was inaugurated. 

“No one can blame the man with 
an annual income of $50,000 for re- 
fusing to make investments that will 
yield but $412 on $10,000 when he 
can get $600. It is good business 
for rich man or poor to make the 
investment that looks most profit- 
able, so a unified appeal to every 
member in congress for the tax ex- 
emption of mortgages is now the 
only logical solfttion. 

“Th bulk of new money for mort- 
gages must come from estates and 
individuals having such excess 
funds as are not available until in- 
comes of $20,000 or over are reached. 
As an example, an income of $30,- 
000 is subject to a federal normal 
and surtax, totaling 2k per cent in 
addition to the income taxes levied 
by several of the states, This in- 
come tax must be deducted from the 
gross return on the mortgage be- 
fore the net return to the investor 
is found. 

“To compete with the 6 per cent 
municipal, bond which is exempt 
from income tax, the banks cannot 
offer a $30,000 investor anything less 
than 7.6 per cent on a taxable mort- 
gage, or to the $50,000 investor any- 
thing less than 8.7 per cent and 
have him come out even. With mort- 
gages tax exempt, however, they 
could readily be sold at 5 per cent 
and 6 per cent bases.” 

Believing that the first steps for 
real constructive work along the 
line of better housing must comé 
from the financial end it would be 
interesting to have some of these 
many plans.elaborated in more de- 
tail. In this connection probably 
Ww. A. Morris, whose recent con- 


tribution appeared in The Con- 
stitution, might give more ful- 
ly the plans of the British govern- 
ment that have been worked out in 


that country and whieh were refer- | 


erd to briefly. Let us have all the 
light on the subject we can get. We 
are frankly up against one of the 
gravest questions of the day and 
every constructive suggestion that 
can be made should be welcomed. 


SALESMANSHIP 


Extracts from an Address by 
John G. Jones, Vice President 
Alexander Hamilton Institute. 


Too many people in the past have 
been looking upon salesmanship as 
some wonderful gift that Providence 
had bestowed upon a few of its pets. 
Salesmanship is nothing more or 
less than the development of knowl- 
edge—than the understanding of 
human nature. I don’t believe very 


much in the old method of teaching 
salesmanship by describing steps in 
selling. I have come to the con- 
clusion that salesmanship is an hon- 
est-to-God discussion of a proposi- 
tion, and before a man can give an 
opinion of his proposition he must 
not only know everything about the 
goods he is selling, but he must 
know the service back of them. 


True, constructive salesmanship 
is expressed and put into execu- 


tion by that salesman who works 
not only for the organization which 
employs him, but for the entire in- 
dustry which he represents. That 
man carries the right kind. of eco- 
nomic thought—it is educational, 
co-operative, constructive. 


When it comes to competition the 
real salesman forgets it. There is 
only one reply to the man who 
raises the question of a competi- 
tor’s goods, and that is “If I thought 
that my competitor’s goods were 
better value than mine I would be 
selling his.”

V.—STUDYING THE MARKET POSSIBILITIES FOR 
YOUR LINE. 


It would be ridiculous to try to 
sell ice skates along the Orinoco, or 
autdmobiles in a countfy where the 
only roads were Indian trails or the 
river lanes. Likewise, an effort to 
market electric fixtures in cities 
where no electric lighting plants 
exist would be a waste of money 
and effort. Yet, in the latter case, 
there would very probably be an 
excellent market for acetylene 
lighting systems, or kerosene oil 
lamps. The obvious moral is: Study 
your market before beginning your 
advertising and sales campaign. De- 
termine in advance just what sec- 
tions your particular line may be 
marketed to best advantage. 

Climate. 

Latin-America embraces a vast 
stretch of continent. From the Rio 
Grande it stretches southward for 
6,000 mjles to the Straits of Magel- 


lan, from where the Andes tumble 
into. the Pacific. to the estuary of 
the-mighty Amazon on the east lies 
a 3,000-mile breadth of country that, 
is made up of palm-fringed beaches, 
rugged plateaus, towering moun- 
tain peaks, bleak deserts, steaming 
jungle, and wind-swept prairie. 
Hence the term “Latin-America” 
includes every variety of climate 
from equatorial to antarctic, rain- 
less desert to flooded jungle, rari- 
fied mountain to dense lowland. 
Zone, altitude and rainfall each 
Plays its part, and the combination 
of two or more of these factors pro- 
duces an almost endless variety of 
climatic conditions. 

It greatly simplifies matters if 
one looks at Latin-America as our 
own United States turned upside 
down. In other words, if we could 
bend South America back northward 
over the equator and thus compare 
the location of. her principal cities 
up and down the northern half of 
the western hemisphere with our 
own, we should quickly and easily 
determine the relative climatic con- 
ditions prevailing in those cities, 
other factors, such as altitude, rain- 
fall, ocean currents, etc, being 
equal. 

Let us do this. Take an old map 
of the western hemisphere and pre- 
tend you are back in school again 
with your geography. Look at Cape 
Horn. It is as far south as New- 
foundland is north. Hence, we 
know that the inhabitants of Tierra 
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del Fuego, the southermost city of 
Svuth America, are possible buyers 
for your-line of heavy overshoes, 
“arctics’—or, “antarctics,” as they 
would be in this case!—wool socks, 
red flannels, stoves, canned foods, 
blankets, and the many other things 
for which there is a heavy demand 
in unusually cold climates. Tierra 
del Fuego is in Chile, and this re- 
markable country stretches north- 
ward for 3,000 miles, the mean av- 
erage temperature thus ranging 
from 17 degrees Fahrenheit in the 
south to 91 degrees in the extreme 
north.’ The city of Concepcion is 
located in the same approximate 
relative position as Los Angeles, 
and, because of its situation on the 
coast, with mountains piling up be- 
hind and warm ocean currents in 
front, its climate is much like that 
of our own much-advertised Cali- 
fornia paradise. Singularly, the 
city itself lies nine miles inland and 
is connected with its harbor by 
steam and electric railways in much 
the same manner as Los Angeles. 


On the east coast, Buenos Aires, 
the third city in population on the 
western hemisphere, lies in about 
the same relative latitude as Wash- 
ington, D. C. Between this great 
modern world capital and the west- 
ern highlands stretches a country 
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remarkably like that of central 
United States—so much so, in fact, 
that the growth of the Argentine 
cities has been almost a perfect par- 
allel to those of our own. Bueros 
Aires is her New York, Rosario her 
Buffalo, Cordoba her Chicago, Men- 
doza her Kansas City, and—al- 
though one of the chief cities of 
her neighbor, Chile—Valparaiso her 
San Francisco. . 

So on with the other cities and 
sections of Latin-America. It would 
be beyond the limits of this article 
to cover in detail the climatic con- 
ditions of each and every section 
of this great stretch of country. It 
is not the purpose of this series to 
delineate in the extreme, but rather 
to caution the exporter who is just 
finding his way against the common 
pitfalls which beset his progress, 
‘and to’ guide him into those chan- 
nels where he may secure the exact 
and thorough information needed. 

The Pan-American union at 
Washington, D. C., has a wealth 
of data on the Latin-American 
countries, and the exporter is urg- 
ed to write for maps and descrip- 
tive data concerning all of the 
countries in question. 

Next week we will discuss the 
second important factor in deter- 
mining your market: population.

It takes times like 
these for the real, red-blooded, two- 
fisted man}—who is willing to fight 
and never give up—who will keep 
after business early and late—who 
will take nothing for granted—who 
will be cheerful and obliging even 
though he meets with reverses— 
to develop the qualities that keep 
business going. 

“The salesman who has diligently 

tried to increase his knowledge, who 
has studied his customers’ interests, 
who knows his line of merchandise, 
who has read the house bulletins 
and all the advertising matter ap- 
plying to his lines, now has a veri- 
table fountain of knowledge to draw 
on and to put in operation. All this 
will mean orders for him while the 
fellow who has not applied himself, 
but who has been carried along on 
the strength of boom conditions, will 
now find his proper level—which 
was really never that of a sales- 
man, 
‘No ‘right thinking Ameriean be- 
lieves we are going to have a panic. 
There is plenty of money in the 
country and, generally speaking, 
business is sound. It is true that 
business is sobering up; we might 
Say ‘it’s the morning after the 
night before. But please get the 
idea—it is really the morning, and 
the day is just dawning when true 
and tried business principles, strict- 
ly adhered to, will lead those to 
success who properly apply them. 

“Bach and every merchant worthy 
of the name assumes certain busi- 
ness responsibilities. Some of them 
are trying to get out from under by

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BETTER PACKING - 
OF GOODS ASKED 


Damage Claims Can Be 
Averted by Better Pack- 
ing, Better Marking and 
Better Tagging. 


BY F. W. SMITH, 
Chairman Official Classification 
Committee. 

It has been stated that last year 
the carriers were called upon to 
pay out the enormous sum of $100,- 
000,000 on account of claims. This 
is an enormous wastage and one 
which I feel sure can be greatly 
reduced by the proper co-operation 
of the shippers and carriers. Dur- 
ing the past year the carries in 
eastern territory have been carry- 
ing on a claim prevention campaign. 
One of the most pleasing instances 
of the campaign is the attitude of 
c0O-operation shown by shippers who 
realize that to be prosperous and 
meet competition they must get 


their goods to their customers in a 
Clean, salable condition, and there- 


ure up to the changed transporta- 
tion conditions of today, and they 
further appreciate that a satisfied 
customer is their best asset. How- 
ever, there are shippers still strug- 
gkling along who, like the rooster 
with its head off, 
don’t knuw it. 

Bear in mind. the fact that the 
classification is on file with the I!In- 
terstate commerce commission, at 
Washington, and, therefore, is the 
re law of the coun- 
ry. 

Rule 5, section 4, reads: 

“Freight will be accepted only 
when the containers are of suffi- 
cient strength and security to af- 
ford reasonable and proper protec- 
tion to the freight whi h the con- 
tainers enclose.” 

Therefore, it is fairly up ts the 
Carriers to determine what consti- 
tutes a proper and safe container. 

With the increase in cost of 
packing materials, many shippers 
are letting down on the strength 
of their containers, and this has 
also been the means of popularizing 
the fibre box and today, although 
built and sold as a one-time con- 
tainer, they are being used over 
and over again, usually ready to 
fall apart before they start on their 
journey to the graveyard, their 
usual destination, frequently with 
flaps not glued nor sealed, or tied 
with rope or cord. One of the prin- 
cipal selling points of the fibre box 
is that when it is properly glued 
or sealed it is readily detectable if 
it has been pilfered, but when not 
glued nor sealed and tied with a 
rope it affords the best invitation 
of the forces of the shippers or car- 
riers for theft. 

There is no authority published 
which authorizes carriers to respect 
a fibre box siffiply because it is 
second hand, but they have ample 
authority to reject it if it is not in 
perfect: condition or if tied with 
rope or cord, not glued nor sealed, 
and offered as a substitute for a 
box. So often in the hustle and 
bustle of an ordinary shipping de- 
partment .the flaps are hastily 
thrown together without regard to 
what condition they are in and 
unless the flaps are brought to- 
gether or overlap, it is an Inherent- 
ly weak box and the chances against 
its safe transportation to destina- 
tion are many. 

Marking and Tagging. 

Probably 'one of the worst fea- 
tures of neglect that are daily ob- 
served around « freight house is the 
failure of shippers legibly and dur- 
ably to mark and efface old con- 
signment marks on L. C. ship- 
ments, It is not an unusual thing 
to’ find three different marks on 
a package and if you have the bill 
of lading handy and it is made out 
legibly (which is then not the case) 
the probabilities are the old con- 
signment marks will be effaced, but 
if not the chances are that the ship- 
ment will not get to the proper des- 
tination. You up-to-date shippers 
probably do not appreciate’. that 
there are many going concerns, not 
pikers based on the amount of their 
yearly sales, wh) today use prac- 
tically nothing but second hand 
fibre boxes. 

The poor quality of tags used 
by the railroads and many ship- 
pers is most noticeable, many made 
of cooked wood pulp without fibre

Few shippers or railroad 
employees appreciate that the rules 
of the classification provide that 
where tags are attached to a wood-

Few people appreciate the great 
importance of the increased strength 
of a package 4 ' the use of nails. 
The tests that have recently been 
made by that splendid organiza- 
tion of engineers at forest products 
laboratory, Maison, Wis. is most 
illuminating along these lines. After 
testing boxes made of different 
kinds of lumber of varying thick- 
ness they found results as follows: 

Fight nails per nailing edge gave 
145 per cent protection. 

“Seven nails per nailing edge gave 
100 per cent protection. 

Six nails per nailing edge 
75 per cent protection. 

“Five nails per nailing edge gave 
22 per cent protection. 

These figures represent the tests 
of canned goods boxes, but it also 
follows that similar results would 
obtain on any box, as additional 
nails will add greatly to the 
strength.

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Salesmanship Is Advertising 


BY TRUMAN A. DEWEES 
Director of Publicity of the Shredded Wheat Company 


PART ONE 


This is an age of salesmanship. 
The ability to sell things lies at 
the basis of all our industrial 
wealth. The man who doesn’t sell 
anything must be supported by 
some one else who sells something. 
Every man is a salesman, unless 
he is a loafer. He is either selling 
his own labor or thg product of 
}some one else’s labor. 

It ig easy to manufacture a cake 
of soap if you have money enough 
to build the factory and buy the 
machinery, but you are out of 


pocket and the world must go un- 
washed unless some one else sells 
the soap. Art galleries and uni- 
versities of learning are not found- 
ed by poets and dreamers; the 
money to build them comes from 
men who sell things. 

“If the great majority of human 
beings were not engaged in selling 
things, lawyers, preachers, .doctors 
and poets would starve to death. 
Culture and art, therefore, rest 
upon salesmanship. 

The basis of all prosperity and 
human happiness is the exchange 
of the products of the farm for the 
products of the mill—and a por- 
tion of the profit that accrues from 
this exchange goes to support the 
professional or non-producing 
classes. 

A man discovers a certain mix- 
ture of chemicals that will give 
old furniture a luster that makes 
it look like new. Shall he put up 
a few bottles of the mixture and 
peddle it amon the neighbors of 
his home town, {or shall he give it 
to a hundred million persons 
through employing thousands of 
men? 

A man invents a safety razor that 
liberates him from the thraldom 
of the barber shop and enables him 
to save time and money by shav- 
ing himself. Shall he sell it to the 
men of his town, or the men of 
his own acquaintance, or shall he 
invoke the aid of advertising to 
put it in the hands of millions of 
men, at the same time building up 
an industry that will furnish em- 
ployment to thousands. 

Saying that this is an age of 
salesmanship is, therefore, merely 
another way of saying that this is 
an age of advertising. It is an age 
of merchandising—and advertising 
is the most important factor in 
merchandising. 

I like to see advertising hooked 
up to the ultimate consumer. A 
good deal of advertising nowadays 
seems to have been written to fill 
space and to display diterary tal- 
ent, which has no reference to 
salesmanship. The poor old ulti- 
mate consumer has had a rough 
time of it during the last two or

three years. He has been kicked 
and mauled around until he is dis- 
figured beyond recognition, but we 
are still after him and if he gets 
away it will not be the fault of ad- 
vertising. ; 

Some of you may jolly yourself 
with the notion that what you are 
selling is a household necessity. 
How can a housewife get along 
wihout beechnut bacon and dia- 
mond crystal salt? Just as easily 
as she can do without shredded 
wheat or jell-o. The housewife can 
buy ordinary bacon and ordinary 
Salt. Here is where advertising 
Steps in and creates a demand for 
a particular specialty. When we 
come to commercial advertising we 
have to differentiate between 
staples and specialties. In the 
case of a specialty advertising must 
actually create a new demand. It 
must inoculate the human mind 
with a desire to possess something 
it has never heard of before. In 
the case of a staple, however, the 
business of advertising is largely 
to fix a trade mark in the public 
mind, and in that way create in 
the mind of the consumer an un- 
conscious preference for one staple 
as against another. 

This consumer demand built up 
by advertising we call good will, 
but it is not the need of good will 
you sometimes write of in the 
financial statements of corpora- 
tions. It is a good will that is be- 
yond measure or computation. No 
one can tell what the good will be- 
hind any of the specialties repre- 
sented by this association is worth. 
You could burn the factories in 
which Royal baking powder is 
made, but no conflagration could 
wipe out the picture of a can of 
Royal baking powder that has been 
printed on the retina of the human 
mind by years of persistent ad- 
vertising. The only way you can 
destroy good will of this kind is to 
stop advertising and let the prod- 
uct gradually pass out of the hu- 
man mind. 

All of which is merely to show 
the vital relation of advertising to 
the marketing of a specialty. You 
can se]ll a certain amount of staples 
with any advertising. If you are 
maki@g laundry soap or matches 
you can induce merchants'to push 
your soap or your matches ahead 
of the other fellow’s soap or 
matches. You can sell a certain 
amount of your products while the 
other fellow -does the advertising. 
In the meantime the manufacturer 
of a staple who advertises ‘a trade 
mark and fixes it in the public 
mind becomes paramount in his in- 
dustry and the non-advertising is 
gradually crowded out.

UNFAIR METHODS 
BAR TO PROGRESS 


Optimism and Fair Deal- 

ing Are the Safeguards 
of American Business 
Interests. 


.

to continued prosperity 
in the keeping of 
the American business man. The 
key is optimism and optimism in 
turn is that fine quality of balanced 
judgment which functions on a de- 
clining market as readily as on a 
rising market. Wher the sun is 
shining, it does not fail to remem- 


ber the rainy day that is to come, 
it does not despair of the sun. 

There are tens of thousands of 
optimists in the business life of 
America and they are the balance 
wheel of American progress. Their 
task is even greater than that, for 
in the world field, they can serve 
to give an equilibrium to all trade. 

For the optimist today is con- 
fronted with a world-wide problem 
in the form of huge national debts, 
inflation, disturbed exchanges and 
price adjustments. 

The optimist remains an optimist 
because he realizes that «there are 
certain fundamental factors in trade 
which.endure through all changes. 
The relation of supply and demand 
changes, but tke economic law 
which governs them does not 
change. The relation of vendor to 
Purchaser varies, but the economic 
principles which move both are 
without variation. The conditions 
of credit are altered from time to 
time, but the law of loan and pay- 
ment remains the same. 

It.does not follow and it will never 
follow that these fundamentals can 
be discarded because modern com- 
merce is complex. Complexity may 
obscure them. It can not change 
them. 


The key 
in America is 


Business—Not Barter. 

Neither can the complexity of 
modern commerce change the ethi- 
cal relation of the merchant to his 
customer. It is primarily a relation 
of service. The merchant, among 
other things, exchanges a ware for 
money. If he did that only, he 
would not be a merchant. He does 
the other things which make him 
a merchant. He adds to the ware 
the guarantee of quality and serv- 
ice. When he does So, 
action is no longer barter, it is the 
highest form of business. For the 
modern business man is not ex- 
changing wares for money. He is 
trading quality and service for good 
will and ware and coin are only ve- 
hicles for a fine relation between 
fellow men, which is at the bottom 
of confidence and the security of 
society in general. 

The law of our forefathers held 
that there was no fiduciary relation 
between vendor and vendee. That 


may have been true of barter. It is’ 


not true of modern trade. There is 
today between vendor and vendee 
a relation of trust, a mutual obliga- 
tion which serves both, and what 
is of more importance, stabilizes 


economize aS much as you can with- 
out endangering your service. Some 
grocers, paying no attention to their 
delivery system, are losing their 
profits in giving a service that is 
good but is without any system. 

In summing up all these points 
and suggestions, you naturally con- 
clude that someone is laying out 
considerable work for you, but you 
know that nothing worth having 
can begotten without work. You 
want your business to progress and 
any man with foresight who is 
watching conditions can readily see 
that only through good, hard, hon- 
est work can any grocer progress. 
So there is only one way open for 
the grocer who wants to succeed 
and that is by putting every ounce 
of effort into his business.

' peace and prosperity for this and 
coming generations. 

You will recall that prior to our 
entrance into the war we had tre- 
mendously speeded up our produc- 
' tien processes'in order to supply 
of war, 
and manufactured 
- goods.. We purchased our securi- 
’ ties held abroad, invested heavily 
~ Gm foreign issues and liberally ex- 
tended bank commercial credits. 
entrance into the 
war our tremendous industrial ma- 
chine was organized and speeded 
- wp for war purposes. New factories 

. sprang uP over night, whole towns 
- were built, old ship yards re re- 
stored to life and new ones ‘con- 
structed, capital and labor, bor- 
rower and lender, men and women 
—all forces joined hands in one 
herculean effort to produce. 

The government effort was 
financed in large part by the sale 
of bonds gnd the balance by the 
levying of taxes. The discount 
rate at the federal reserve bank 
was maintained at a low level and 
the great percentage of government 
bonds sold was carried by the banks 
which in turn discounted this class 
of paper at the federal reserve. 

The frozen credit of the country 
reached large and somewhat alarm- 
ing proportions. Inflation went 
hand in hand with increased pro- 
duction and world-wide demand for 
- goods. It was a seller's market. 
The question was not “what does 
it cost,” but “when do I get de- 
livery.” Labor received wages un- 
dreamed of prior to the war and 
prof®s accruing to farmers, mer- 
chants and manufacturers were €x-~ 

rdinary. 
 pallowing the armistice the pro- 
cesses of inflation, rising ~ prices 
and tremendous output continued, 
but soon changes in the economic 
situation became apparent. Labor 
no longer controlled. by patriotic 
motives, which had acted as a re- 
straining influence during the war, 
hecame more insistent for increased 
wages and shorter hours and the 
ficiency of the labor unit rapidly 
lecreased. The European ¢x- 
‘shanges, no longer artificially con- 
‘rolled by government effort, be- 
ran to reflect the fact that we had 
secome the great creditor nation or 
-he world, and as their exchanges 
‘eil it became increasingly more 
iifficult for these countries to pur- 
‘hase goods in our markets. Their 
processes of reconstruction were 
‘also in operation and they were, 
and are, making every effort not 
only to decrease their imports from 
this country, but to increase their 
experts to us. 
Deflation Not Hurtful. 

The inflationary processes con- 
tinued with reserves at the fed- 
oral reserve bank dangerously low 
until’ the corrective measures pro- 
vided by the “act” were instituted. 
The discount fates were raised and 
the banks of the country were 
urged to exercise caution in the 
making of commitments and the ex- 
tension of credit. It is generally 
eonceded that the peak of our in- 
flation and of high prices came in 
February of this year. Since that 
time we have been going through 
the much more painful but neces- 
sary processes of deflation. 

The business man who blinds 
himself to the facts and refuses -to 
face the issue is simply postponing 
his own day of reckoning and de- 
eeivine himself to his own peril. 
The situation is viewed with no 
alarm by concerns which have con- 
lucted their affairs in a realization 
of the obvious fact that what goes 
up must come down; that deflation 
must follow inflation, and that the 
aws of supply and demand are as 
nexorable as the law of gnravita- 
tion. Fortunately, careful, _forward- 
ijooking and sound thinking busi- 
ness men are clearly in the vast 
majority and we may be assured 
that the deflationary processes will 
not undermine the commercial 
structure, but, on the contrary, Will 
re-establish our national business 
life upon a basis which will mean 
security and prosperity. 

You may have heard it said that 
the banks have unnecessarily cur- 


rie 


tailed credit ,and forced liquidation. |’ 


in this connection it is interesting 
to note that on June 30 last the 
total loans and discounts of all na- 
tional and state banks, trust com- 
panies, savings banks and reporting 
private banks were -in excess of 
thirty billions of dollars, an in- 
erease of six billions over the total 
omJune 30, 1919. And the secretary 
of the treasury recently estimated 
that during the first seven months 
of this year loans had been in- 
creased several billions of dollars. 
This is convincing evidénce of 
the fact that the — taken as a 
whole have: been using their re- 
sources without stint in furthering 
the best interests of this country. 
Without dictation from the federal 
reserve bank and without anv con- 
certed action the banks nevertheless 
have taken advantage of the federal 
reserve act for the purpose of dis- 
counting elicible paper and have 
gone much further in rellevine the 
tense credit situation than other- 
wise thev could possiblvw have done. 
They have recognized that the 
nrime requisite of owr national! 
situation was to move the crons 
and the products of our factories 


to their ultimate mark ts. In order 
to do this, they have h to restrict 
specujative loans and confine their 
resoufces to me:ting these demands 
which were essential, and by the 
wisdom of their actions, supported 
as they have been by the facilities 
of the federal reserve bank, they 
have so far carried this country 
through a critical period, avoiding 
What might have been a very seri- 
ous financial crisis. 


Banks’ Valuable Service. 

The funds of a bank are, in the 
largef sense, a public trust and 
should be used to promote the 
greatest service to the community 
that the bank serves and, indirectly 
but none the less potently, for the 
good of the country. The banks are 
charged with a large part of the 
responsibility of maintaining the in- 
tegrity of the general business 
situation and any impairment of the 
integrity ef the genera] business 
Situation is, accordingly, dangerous 
to the soundness of the banks. On 
the other hand, a material embar- 
rassment of the banks is equally 
dangerous to business. In banks, 


therefore, owe it to the business in- 


terests and the public,as a whole, 
as well as to: themselves, 


And that is precisely what the 
banks have been doing in the pres- 
ent credit crisis. They have wisely 
remempered that old axiom that the 
whole is greater than any of its 
parts and have endeavored as far 
as possible to serve their respective 
communities in a manner that has 
served the best interests of all 
classes, rather than favor any par- 
ticular class to the detriment of all 
others. 

There is-a danger in the possibili- 
ty of misdirected political pressure 
which might force the government 
to contihue economically unsound 
practice, such as were resorted to 
under the tension of war.exigencies. 
Public funds should not be employed 
to permit the hoarding of any com- 
modities or to sustain price levels, 
and public funds cannot be used for 
such purposes without occasioning 
distress, if not actual suffering, to 
the nation. Furthermore, te 
advocate such unsound and unjusti- 
fiable policies should realize that 
no treasury, not even that of the 
Unites’ States, is sufficiently strong 
to defy and arrest the progress of 
world-wide economic forces. 

The revival of business will be 
dependent not upon political activi- 
ties designed to convert out strain- 
ed credit resources into a dam to 
stem:the tide of world economic 
forces, hut chiefly upon the process 
of liauidation. How ranidlv produc- 
tion is restore” to normal will be 
détermined by @e rate at which ex- 
isting stock of merchandise and 
commodities generally are absorbed 
bv cansumers, and esneciallv bv the 
rapisjtw with which the recent re- 
ductions in wFroles*le nrices are ex- 
tended t# retoil nrices. 

Must dnmvest Abroad. 

Let-me refer briefly to our inter- 
national @ituation, because it is so 
intimately and inextricably inter- 
woven with our domestic affairs. 
This country is no longer isolated 
and sufficient unto itself. We are 
a creditor nation to the extent of 
many billions of dollars. We have 
made a beginning of investing our 
surplus funds in foreien lands and 
we tre now producing in (five 
months enough to sustain us for a 
year. 

It is quite obvious, therefore, that 
foreign markets must be maintain- 
ed for the absorption of the result 
of seven months’ -production, and 
unless we wish to see our indus- 
tries decline and our speed of pro- 
duction permanentlv reduced we 
must send our emissaries all over 
the world, backed up by a willing- 
ness to extend credit in order that 
broader markets for our goode may 
be discovered and maintained. At 
the same time Europe cannot settle 
her obligations to us.in gold and 
we wonrldn’t wish her to if she 
could. Two other methods are pos- 
sible. she may send ws her mer- 
chandise or mey fund her debt by 
selling her obligations to our peo- 
ple. That foreign investment is 
one of a nation’s greatest assets In 
the maintenance of a strong posi- 
tion in world trade is evidenced by 
the situation of Great Britain. 

Although her foreign investments 
were diminished by about five bil- 
lion, dollars as a resnit of the war. 
she still has approximately fifteen 
billions invested in foreign coun- 
tries, and, through her powerful 
trade organizations, is strivine 
fearlessly to regain the ecround lost 
during the war. Her investments 
are so judiciously and widelv scat- 
tered throughout the world that the 
slogan, “The sun never sets on the 
British empire,” might be as appro- 
priately applied to her foreign in- 
vestments. 

The United States—second nation 
of the world in foreign investments 
—is a creditor by a total of about 
eleven hilion dollars invested 
obroad. This amount, as compared 
with that of British capital invest- 
ed abroad, is inconsistent with the 
potential volume of foreign trade 
of the United States and must be 
augmented throngh an increase in 
the foreign trade financing power 
of the country. if we are to com- 
pete successfully with other nations 
in disposing of our enormous sur- 
plus stocks. Qn the other hand. of 


course, we must accept goods from” 


our debtors, because that is the 
only means bv which they can pay 
their obligations to us. And we 
must use these goods as a basis 
for granting loans to other coun- 
tries so that new markets may be 
built up for our products. 
Forein Food Necessary, 

The surplus of the United States 
this year will include about 8,000.- 
000 bales of cotton, 300,000,000 bush- 
els of wheat, $750,000,000 worth of 
semi-manufactured raw materials 
and finished manufactured products 
and about $250,000,000 worth of

packing house products, European 
countries are in the market for the 
major part of this surplus, but pay- 
ment in gold before the goods are 
shipped cannot be made in any sig- 
nificant amount. The natural com- 
mercial course for the United States 
to follow under the circumstances 
is the course which Great Britain 
has so profitably taken through the 
years of her foreign trade develop- 
ment—the investment of capital in 
foreign countries through , foreign 
trade financing corporations. 

The general export corporation 
organized under the Edge law, au- 
thorized by the American Bankers’ 
association, probablv will be estab- 
lished early in 1921 with an initial 
capitalization of $100,000,000. Its 
capital will be distributed as widely 
as possible throughout the United 
States, so that all localities may re- 
ceive the benefit of its operation. 
The single large corporation was 
chosen in preference ‘to a group of 
small organizations because of the 
high degree of public confidence it 
will be able to cofhmand, the pro- 
tection to the investor, the effict- 
ency attaching to large organiza- 
tions, the wider scope of its field 
of influenee and operation, the ex- 
pert talent it will be able to at- 
tract, etc. 


With a capital of $100,000,000 the 
power of this corporation for bene- 
fiting the foreign trade of. the 
United States will be almost un- 
limited, Under the provisions of 
the Edge law a corporation organ- 
ized in accordance with its specifi- 
cations may issue debenture bonds 
for sale in the United States and 
the extension of credits abroad up 
to ten times the amount of its 
The maximum pos- 
sible financing power of the cor- 
poration just authorized will there- 
fore be $1,000,000,000, an amount 
equal to more than 9 per cent of 
this country’s total foreign invest- 
ments today. 


I have briefly and sketchily 
touched upon some phases of our 
domestic and foreign economic 
problems. There is an altogether 
different and perhaps more vital 
situation in our national life. Born 
of the anhealthy reactions of the 
war came virulent radicalism which 
has swept ’round the world. It has 
overwhelmed Russia, staggered 
Italy, threatened England and is 
militant in America. Today we are 
again facing the dangers of au- 
tocracy—the autocracy of the pro- 
letariat. 


Labor, Capital and Brains. 

This menace is not a figment of 
the immigration, an incubus con- 
jured up by nervous reaction from 
war tension. It is a grim, hydra- 
headed reality that seeks to ter- 
rorize where its socialistic sophis- 
try and political or .~economic 
heresy fail of their insidious pur- 
pose. Only very recently the 
country was shocked by a dastard- 
ly outrage committed in’the finan- 
cial center of the country which 
cost thirty-six lives, injured three 
hundred persons and inflicted two 
and a half millions of property 
damage. 

Let us lay down the principle 
that there is no room.in this coun- 
try for any kind of autocracy—au- 
tocracy of government or of busi- 
ness; autocracy of capital or of la- 
bor. There is no room in this coun- 
try for mob rule or class rule; there 
is no room in this country for the 
domination of an organized or an 
unorganized minority. 

When America thinks, America is 
safe. And, confronted today with 
the necessity not only of justify- 
ing, but also of defending the very 
existence of its free institutions, 
America must thfnk, and _ think 
clearly, facing all the facts. 

We have a democracy of, for and 
by the people; a democracy in which 
no class dominates or can dominate. 
Shall we change that form of gov- 
ernment for a pseudo-democracy, 
under which the so-called proleta- 
riat shall dominate or for a social- 
istic chimera that cloaks the most 
vicious theory of class government 
under its “ideal’’ of nationalized 
industry. 

Let us be on our guard against 
such schemes as the Plumb plan, 
which aims at the Russiantization 
of our great transportation system 
thraugh turning the railroads over 
to the roalroad brotherhoods under 
the thin veneer of government 
ownership. With the Russian rail- 
roads almost disintegrated and 75 
per cent of their locomotives unfit 
for service, with her industries dis- 
organized, her people starving, Rus- 
sia nears the end of her dream of 
a proletariat paradise. 


Common Sense Needed. 


What is needed in America today 
is not socialization or nationaliza- 
tion of industry, but common sense 
industrial co-operation. There is 
greater need and opportunity than 
ever before for all the imagination, 
training and skill that we can de- 
velop. We must co-ordinate our fa- 
cilities to distribute all the bounti- 
ful resources of nature in this coun- 
try to the largest possible number 
of persons for the greatest common 
good. But we can accomplish that 
ideal only by developing imagina- 
tion to see, brains to plan and 


hands to work—and all functioning | 


in co-operation, 


No greater fallacy has ever been |: 


promulgated than the statement 


that capital is the product of labor | 


alone. China and Africa have an 
abundance of tabor, but today, for 
the most part, they are impoverish- 
ed and living in the dark ages. 


We are today facing the issue of 
private ownership of property, not 
merely ag an inherent right which 
the ages have fully sustained, but 
also from the vastly larger con- 
sideration of public advantage. And 
we may be sutfe that had not pri- 
vate ownership of property long 
ago justified itself from the stand- 
point of public weal, there would 
not be such ownership of property 
today. 

Grave“Ganger will menace ovr in- 
dustrial structure unless as a peo- 
ple we can be brought to realize 
that all industry, upon which is 
based our very existence as a na- 
tion, is in effect a partnership of 
labor, capital and brains, each ab- 


| 


solutely dependent on the other two 
and none capable of separate con- 


duct of the business. They consti- 


tute the trinity of industry. iy 
Of late years there has beeh a 
tendency to ignere the basic ele- 


ments of the industrial partnership, 


and when that tendency progresses 
to the point where one of the part- 
ners assassinates the other, as has 
recently occurred in Russia, the 
whole industrial structure col- 
lapses. So-called radical propagan- 
da, socialistic pragmatism and the 
pernicious meddling of half-baked 
dabblers in econ6dmics, coupled with 
the abysmal ignorance of the sim- 
plest laws of human relationship 
on the part of demagogues, has 
stimulated anunrest that strikes at 
the very roots of our national ex- 
istence and welfare. 


Ne Room for Autocracy. 


The attacks upon capital seem 
based on the belief that capital con- 
sists merely of money and that 
those who are possessed.of money 
can utilize it to take the place of 
manual labor on their part, where- 
as the simple fact is that capital, in 
reality, consists of such things as 
tools, credit, money, supplies for 
consumption and production Ma- 
terial. And, consequently, the his- 
tory of civilization has largely been 
the history of capitalization. Radi- 
cal argument’ objects to the growth 
of wealth and yet every individual 
who possesses strength in excess of 
the actual needs of the moment is 
posseed of wealth which .can be 
turned to actual use to increase com- 


“fort, the standard of living or re- 


serve against lean periods. 

Labor, capital and - braing are 
nafural partners and in Ameriea we 
have rewarded thaf partnership as 
no other country has ever rewarded 
it. A mere glance at the condition 
of the American workers shows that 
he occupies a higher’ § industrial 
place than the worker of any other 
country. His standard of living is 
far higher than that of any other 
worker in any other land and his 
opportunity for advancement along 
industrial lines is untrammetltea. 
Today labor in the United States 
has a first lien on all products of 
industry and practically dictates its 
own reward. 

In America lies the hope of the 
world. The United States is “the 
heir of all the ages.” A world in 
economic, political, social and in- 
dustrial distress turns to us for 
performance and leadership. Nona 
tion, aS well as no man, can live 
unto himself. Our affairs are in- 
extricably interwoven with the af- 
fairs of other nations apd to help 
ourselves we must be ready to help 
others intelligently. This great 
Service can be rendered only as we 
set our own house in order and, in 
the spirit of intelligent selfishness. 
as well as good will, prepare to lend 
a hand. Such preparation must in- 
clude co-operation between. all 
Classes and interests in the further- 
ance of the great cagmmon end, a 
sound and fair basis @f taxation, the 
development of foreign trade, a 
Sane and orderly readjustment of 
prices in response to economic law, 
increased production and greater 
saving, the conservation of credit, 
the elimination of the government 
from business and the injection of 
better business methods into the 
government. Thus, and only thus, 
can we successfully meet the chal- 
lenge that has been hurled at our 
prosperity and, more vital, at our 
theory and practice of democratic 
ZOovernment by radical socialism 
and suicidal bolshevism. By the 
adoption of such a program the 
United States can prepare for and 
gladly accept the challenge of the 
world to leadership and assure the 
splendid and continuing progress of 
a civilization which for he’ a de- 
cade has seemed to be tre: @® ng in 
the balance. To such a cx... duty 
and interest alike respond.

Foresees More Inflation. 


Another, but less hectic period of 
inflation will be experienced in this 
country within eighteen months, in 
the opinion of a banker who figures 
it out like this: 

“When, the present liquidation 
period is over, and the new congress 
meets, arrangements are very like- 
ly to be |made fof a loan to Ger- 
many. Then you will hear the same 
arguments made during the war; 
that the|money Europe borrowed 
from us would be spent in the 
United States for supplies. I believe 
the sentiment toward aiding Ger- 
many is growing and that we are 
nearing a realization of the neces- 
sity of financing Germany as i 
means of stabilizing Europe. By the 
time this sentiment is crystallized 
into action the monetary stringency 
imposed by the Yederal reserve board 
will be off, and with a freedom of 
credits, which is shut off today, 
there will be another boom period.” 


The Future of Europe. 


“A pessimist will come away from 
Europe,” said Mr. Kies, chairman of 


the board of the First Federal Bank- 
ing association, “convinced that 
Europe is headed straight for 
economic ruin and financial bank- 
ruptcy, and the logic of things wil] 
apparently be with him. The opti- 
mist, on the other hand, will see 
new Eurape being slowly but sure- 
ly reconstructed from the ashes of 
the great war. He will see perhaps 
in the spread of democracy and the 
practical development of new so- 
cjalNdeals a permanent gain to Eu- 
rope,-worth the cost of present in- 
dustrial inefficiency, high national 
deficits and appalling economic 
waste,” 

Mr. Kies only recently returned 
from the other side after making 
Survey of financial and economic 
conditions, especially with a view to 
determining the credit needs of Eu- 
rope.

10925, provides for instruction in 
the hygiene of maternity and in- 
fancy and the household arts, es- 
sential to the well-being of mother 
and child, and to provide for con- 
sultation centers and medical care 
for mothers and infants, calling for 
an appropriation the first year of 
two million dollars for such pur- 
pose, The Fess-Capper bill, No. S. 
3950 and H. R. 12652, is for the es- 
tablishment of a nation-wide pro- 
“ram of physical education, so as to 
Zive every boy and girl in this 
country health and bodily efficiency 
——the foundations of effective citi- 
zenship. 

_ These bills have been unanimously 
indorsed by bath the national and 
State congress of Mothers and Par- 
en-Teacher associations at their 
conventions in June and March re- 
spectively, and by many ether organ- 
izations, the educators and interest- 
ere throughout the United 
b es.

“She may not have tuberculosis 
now, but she is a fit subject to con- 
traet it and will continue to be so 
if those badly infected tonsils are 
not removed.” The anti-tubercu- 
losis nurse visited the home and 
explained this’ to the mother, 
who gladly co-operated and ar- 
rangements were made to have the 
tonsils removed. 

Upon examining the child's’ eyes 
it was found that she was badly in 
need of glasses and the Anti-Tuber- 
culosis association had proper 
Zlasses adjusted. This relieved 
the child from the nervous strain 
under which she had been laboring 
because of a bad case of stigmatism. 
After these adjustments the child 
immediately began to gain weight— 
the heart with its broken compen- 
Sation, responded to treatment and 
now, after a little more than a 
year’s time, has been brought up 
to her normal weight for height. 
Her heart is in good condition and 
with properly refracted eyes the 
little girl is back in school, appar- 
ently happy and well, and vigorous 
enough ‘to fight successfully any 
tubercular infection that mignt 
have been implanged.

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|Mrs.. Hugh Willet Reports 
of Tallulah Schoo 
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There was no report which testi- 
fied more emphatically to the sub- 


stantially good work of the Georgia 
Federation of Women’s clubs at the 
annual convention than the report 
made by Mrs. Hugh Willet, director 
of the Tallulah Falls School for 
Mountain Boys and Girls. The 
school was built and has been and 
is maintained by the federated club 
women of the state. The school has 
produced a number of exceptionally 
fine pupils and teachers, and the 
program this year indicates. that 
the school will reach farther not 
Only in the success of the pupils 
already in the school, but in get; 
ting to the schools many new pupils. 

“Again I bring you a message of 
good cheer from our schogJ,” said 
Mrs. Willet at the annual conven- 
tion. “There are 108 in the school. 

“A second wonderful Christmas 
tree was given the school by the 
family of Mary Ann Lipscomb; and 
the school had the privilege of en- 
tertaining for a day last May 120 
club women of the fifth district. 
Before leaving, by unanimous vote, 
it was decided that the district will, 
in future, sponsor a ‘Tallulah School 
Day.’ Every spring a pilgrimage 
will be made,to the school, and it 
was further agreed that invitations 
through the papers will be extended 
to friends throughout the state to 
join the party. 

“Our president was one of the 
happy party visiting the school, and 
I am sure many of you heard the 
story of the pretty, rosy-cheeked 
little ‘Louise’ whom she found there. 
Immediately her heart overflowed 
with love and sympathy; result,—a 
$100 scholarship. 

A Prize $560. 

“A prize of $50 was given the 
past year by the Southern Educa- 
tional association of Washington to 
our school, for excellence in weav- 
ing. Prizes the yecond time were 
won this fall by ¥the school att : 
Southeastern fair Mrs. Wilmer 
Moore, our chairman of domestic 
arts, requested me to call your at- 
tention to a very attractive exhibi- 
tion of our school work which she 
arranged at the Atlanta Woman’s 
club. We both urge that you go 
and see the character of work being 
done by our girls. 

“What we have hoped for a l..is 
time has finally come true—one of 
our own Tallulah girls is now one 
of our teachers. I reger to Eliza 
Shirley. Eliza was born six miles 
from Tallulah Falls, and has al- 
ways lived there. Miss Shirley has 
spent the past two: summers-in New 
York perfecting herself in weaving 
and handcraft work, her éxpenses 
being paid by a lady in. New York. 
Returning to school she is the same 
conscientious girl, performing the 
home duties as well. She does the 
milking at the school, and is a gen- 
uine comfort to Miss Davis in every 
way. 
“One thousand dollars was be- 
queathed our school by Miss Sarah 
E. White, of Tallulah. She was the 
same friend who gave the original 
five acres of land on .wkRhich our 
school stands. 

New Treasurer. 
“Along with the many good things 
coming to our: school is the an- 
nouncement I have‘to make today, 
that Mrs. T. T. Stevens, of Atlarita, 
has accepted “the. treasureship of 
our school. With her help I hope 
it may now be possible for me to 
continue as your director. I want 
to ask that your checks be mailed 
to her. Please, when sending checks, 
state plainly whether intended for 
maifitenance or the endowment 
fund—much confusion and worry 
will thus be saved. Remember also 
that the school year runs from No- 
vember to November, exact dates 
determined by the convention dates 
each year. 

“Especially do I wish to remind 
the clubs of the importance of con- 
tinuing to send their regular con- 
tributions’ for the school’s support. 
The district presidents report that 
some of the clubs have understood 
that they were helping to meet the 
district apportionment where they 
contributed to the endowment fund. 
This, of course, is not true, 

The Main Endowment, 

“Where, however, our $30,000 en- 
dowmenrt has been raised, the in- 
terest each year will add very ma- 
terially to the support of the school. 

“Another important change to 
which I wish to call your attention 
is the following: 

“On August 5 Mrs. Willett, direc- 
tor, and Miss Davis, principal of the 
Tallulah Falls Industrial school, 
held a conference with Mr. Brittain, 
state school superintendent of edu- 
c..tion, and discussed with him the 
advisability of a separation of the 
public school at Tallulah Falls from 
our federation industrial school. He 
strongly advised the change, and 
agreed with us that the time. had 
arrived for the federation to take 
active steps toward carrying out 
their original plan of centering their 
efforts upon the development of a 
school slong broader lines of in- 
dustrial education for the isolated 
mountain child.. He also agreed 
with us that’ nBtice should be given 
the proper school atthorities —t 
Tallulah Falls that our school, after 
the coming scholastic vear, will be 
closed to the day pupils. We re- 
jJoice that this can now be done 
without injury to the children of 
Tallulah, for under the state-wide 
local tax law enacted the past year, 
counties will he eable to provid> 
their own schools. 

Plan -Indorsed. 

“On the following dav aftdr con- 
poe with Mr. Britain, the local] 
advisory) board of trustees met 
and heartily indorsed this plan. 
Later it was referred to the active 
trustees and the executive board for 
indorsement, and for final acti.n I 
now present to this body..

* The liquidation of so vast a vo)- 
ume of commodities, securities and 
all manner of manufactured goods 
as has taken place in the last few 
months, and most particularly in 
the current month, has releaséd a 
considerable volume of credit, 
which caused a sudden easin “ 
money during the past week. Ther 
were many call loans made at 6 
per cent;-6ome at 5 per cent, and 
a small amount at 4 1-2 per cent. 
Nearly every day there was much 
more money available for loan on 
call than was wanted. This money 
also tended easier, with some loans 
made at 7 1-2 ong cent, and plent 
availablé at 8. The outlook is for 
brief period of moderate strain on 
the money market, in short inter- 
vals around the Ist and 15th of the 
coming month, and then for proba- 
bly two weeks at the turn of the 
year, It is predicted by banking 
authorities that early in 1921 there 
will be plenty of -call money at 4 
to 5 per cent, and that time loans 
will get down to 6 per cent, and 
possibly below it.

Railroad Hends 

The slump in general busin 
and most particularly in manufac- 
tured goods for export, has affect- 
ed the railroads... There has been a 
big reduction in the total volume 
of new freight handled by roads in 
the last four or five weeks, but 
many of them have ‘not yet caught 
up with old accumulations of 
freight and have therefore been 
fairly busy. 
also fallen off. Offsetting this loss 
of business, however, there have 
been a number of economies intro- 
duced by railroads. Further prun- 
ing of employment lists, closing of 
shops, increasing of carloads, etc., 
have’ reduced operating costs. The 
majority of railroad executives are 
very optimistic, predicting that 
within a’ few weeks there will have 
completed the reorganization of: op- 
erating methods started three 
months ago and that there will be 
a steady increase in net income re- 
ported. They also look for various 
amalgamations of roads, - mergers 
and acquisitions in the near future. 
Besides those which have already 
made announcements of their inten- 
tions, there are a number of rail- 
roads which are expected to segre- 
gate coal lands, oil holdings and 
other outside properties. These pos- 
sibilities, also prospects for divi- 
dend payments on non-dividend 
stocks and increases in rates or ex- 
tras on those now paying dividends, 
are expected to furnish material for 
Sreat speculative and investment, 
interest in railroad stocks for years’ 
to come. 

The labor situation does not show 
any tendency towards a_e serious 
trend, which had been feared by 
some, who predicted uprisings and 
Other dire results of the present 
process of “liquidating labor.” Just 
as there are some commodities or 
materials or manufactured goods 
which have been slow in getting 
down to either a’ pre-war basis of 
price or to a new basis which may 
now be considered normal, so wilil 
there be some classes of labor 
which will long continue to draw 
the wages of inflation periods. In 
other places, through part time op- 
erations, temporary closing down or 
actual reductions, wages are head- 
ing te the pre-war levels or a new 
normal basis. Unemployenent this 
winter will mean increased compe- 
tition for work, and with it prob- 
ably further deflation of wages as 
a whole. Deflation has been pain- 
ful to all, but as it is a n essary 
prelude to real prosperity, is to 
the best interests of th country 

S a’whole that the procéss has 

een rapid and fairly embracive. 
Among the things spoken of as “the 
next to be deflated” will be rental 
rates, with indications that this will 
Start very soon, real estate values 
having already begun a quick re- 
treat from recent heights.

U. S. PACTS FILED 
WITH THE LEAGUE. 

Geneva, November 27.—(By the 
Associated Press.)—The first Amer- 
ican treaties to be filed with the 
league of nations were put officially 
on record today when Sweden pre- 
sented the text of two agreements 
with the United States. 

The first of these, signed Octo- 
ber 18 last, is in the form of a 
proclamation by President. Wilson 
extending the copyright law of 1909 
as applied between Sweden and the 
United. States. 

The second treaty cancels Arti- 
cles 11 and 12 of the consular con- 
vention between Sweden and the 
United States, making them térmi- 
nate March 18, 1921. The treaty 
was signed June 18, last. 

Under the covenant of the league 
of nations the various countries 
must file all treaties and - agree- 
ments made since January 10 of the 
present year, even those in which 
the other contracting party is not 
a member of the league. 

The arrival of the first American 
treaties, although they are minor 
ones, was an occasion of consider- 
able interest ae the league 
members and officials. 

A total of fifty-one treaties and 
agreements have so far been filed 
with the league by the _  vyarious 
members. Of these, fifteen were 
filed’ by Great Britain, eleven by 
France, four by Sweden, six by 
Switzerland, and fifteen by other 
nations which filed one convention 
each. Germany, although not a 
member, has voluntarily filed nine

WHO HELD THEIR CROPS | 


They Are Exempt From the 
Application of Anti- 
Trust La 


Washington, November 27.—Be- 
cause farmers’ co-operative organ- 
izations are exempt from plica- 
tion of anti-trust laws, the depart- 
ment of justice has given no con- 
sideration to the campaign for the 
withholding of crops from the mar- 
kets until prices advance, it was 
said tonight by Frank K. Nebeker, 
special assistant to the attorney 
general in charge of anti-trust 
prosecutions, 

Mr. Nebeker’s .explanation of the 
department's attitude followed the 
recent statement of Charlies S. Bar- 
rett, president of the National 
Farmers’ union, that he understood 
that federa] agents were attempt- 
ing to obtain evidence for prosecu- 
tions in Kansas, Iowa and other 
middle western states.. 

The Clayton anti-trust act, Mr. 
Nebeker said, expressly provides 
that agricultural organizations, not 
having capital stock or conducted 
for profit, cannot be construed as 
conspiracies 
Withholding of crops from market 
for personal profit, Mr. Nebeker as- 
serted, probably would not be held 
as organization profits. 

Mr. Nebeker also explained that 
the limitations on the appropriation 
act for the enforcement of the anti- 
trust laws would seem to preclude 
action against the farmers inasmuch 
as the act specifies that no 
the appropriations shall be  ex- 
pended for the prosecution of farm- 
ers who co-operate to obtain a fair 
and reasonable price for their prod- 
ucts. The construction as to what 
is a fair_ price for the various farm 
products, Mr. Nebeker declared, 
would, however, probably govern in 
any specific case that might arise,

IN TAXES SHOWN 


The Total Taxable Public 
ServiceCorporation Prop- 
erty in Georgia Incteases 
$2,377,264 in Values. 


The total taxable public service 
corporation property in Georgia will 
show an approximate increase for 
1920 of $2,377.264. which wil yield 
an additional $286,000 to county and 
state treasuries, officials of the 
comptrolier’s office announced late 
These figures bring 
about 2 very interesting comparison 
and reveal to the public for the 
first time the fact that through 
the operation of the tax equaliza- 
tion law the proportional valuation 
increase of private property has 
outstripped that of corporations by 
about $193,800,000. 

Corporation property shows an 
aggregate value this year of $165,- 
393,453, according to H. A. Hickson, 
state public service corporation tax 
collector, who stated that the to- 
tal amount. of state taxes which 
will be collected will be $826,967.99. 
This sum is an increase of $11,885.86 
‘over the $815,082.13 paid into the 
state treasury last year. 


Increase of $286,000. 

Basing his estimates on the re- 
ceipts by county and state treas- 
uries of $3,914,786 in 1919, and those 
by the state this year, Mr. Hick- 
son stated an approximate total of 
$4,200,000 will be received in 1920. 
showing an increase of $286,000. 
When this .increase is compared 
| with the increase of private prop- 
erty taxes shown on the digests in 
State Tax.Commissioner Henry J. 
Fullbright’s office, it is readtty 
seen that the latter exceeds the 
former by almost $800,000. 

In comparing these figures it 
must be remembered that thé entire

life of usefulness and service just 
ended for Mr. Bruffey. — 

Immediately after the funeral 
services, the body of Mr. Bruffey 
was started upon its last journey 
to Baltimore, where interment wil) 
take place on Monday.

CHARGES CRANDALL 
POISONED. 


A new and sensational develop- 
ment in the caes also,came to light 
today in the statement of Dr. M. &.

prs poisoned on the night Shepard 
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was carried to Macon. 
This, he declared, was the result 


of drinking some whisky of Shep- 
ard’s, 


which Dr. Brown believes 
firmly was poisoned. 

It is also stated here that_a ne- 
gro who is said to have drunk some 
of the whisky died soon after un- 
der very mysterious circumstances. 

As the testimony of witnesses thas 
Shepard was poisoned was concluded 
inthelittle Austin theater during 
the early afternoon, Mrs. Elmer, who 
had been listening behind the screens, 
slipped from the rear entrance ol 
the building to her rooms in a local 
hotel, and then hurried, with her 
attorney, Charles M. Durrance ,to 
board the 3:50 train for Macon, 

The couple had already secured 
their tickets and were seated in the 
train when Deputy Sheriff Robinson 
served her with a bail trover, From 
the station she was carried to the of- 
fices of Lewis L. Brown, the attor- 
ney namedas executor of the Shep- 
ard estate in the latter's purported 
will. Here she arranged a bond of 
$120,000, her attorney agreeing to 
sign the document‘on the condition 
that she agreed to turn over all] her 
property to him. 

At this time, the coroner’s jury 
had not reached a verdict, but 
shortly after 5 o’clock it arrived at 
the decision that Shepard came to his 
death as the result of poisoning, 
and Mrs. Elmer was immediately 
arrested on the charge of murder. 
Mrs. Henry and Ernest Hopson were 
later arrested in Perry on the same 
charge.

Inquest is Held. 

The inquest opened at 2:30-0’clock | 
with Solicitor Genera] Garrett rep- 
resenting the state. 

Dr. M. S. Brown, who attended 
Shepard in his last illness and con- 
ducted both autopsys, was the first 
witness, testifying to the abnormal 
condition of Shepard’s death and 
the details of the two exhumations 
which occurred on November 6 
and 7. ‘ 

Dr. John Funke, expert pathologist 
of Atlanta, was called before 
the jury as an authority upon patho- 
logy and diagnostics, who conducted 
the examinations following the sec- 
ond exhumation. *He testified to: 
abnormal and extreme inflammation 
and corrosion of practically all of 
the vital organs of the body of 
Shepard, which he maintained could 
not have been produced by any dis- 
east known to modern science, 

Further, he declared that if poison 
had been the cause of Shepard’s 
death, it had been undoubtedly ad- 
ministered through the mouth and 
under no conditions could have 
originated in the stomach or intes- 
tins. Is. Funke also stated when 
questioned that the calomel and bis- 
muth prescribed for Shepard during 
his illness could never have caused 
the changes of tissue found in the 
esophagus and upper intestines. 

Everhart on Stand. 

Dr. Edgar Everhart, Atlanta 
chemist who conducted all chemical. 
analysis upon the Shepard viscera, 
reported that he had found upon his 
second examination fifty grains 
ef corrosive sublimate of mer- 
curic chloride, commonly known 4s 
bichloride of mercury. He further 
stated that some copper was found, 
but attributed little importance to 
this fact. 

He stated that chemical examina- 
tion, after the severe purging and 
vomitting experienced ky Shepard 
prior to death, could not determine 
the amount or nature of the dose 
administered. He also declared that 
the formation of bichloride of mer- 
eury from calomel or other chemical 
«after introduction intu the system 


was an impossibility.

“He left me on Monday, May 24, 
after lunch, when I had riddden a 
mile with him in his car. I left 


him there, and returned to Abbeville 
to continue nursing my son, who lay 
at death’s:' door with four bullets 
in his body. The firstr/that I knew 
of my husband’s ilmess was on the 
Tuesday he died, when my son, Ern- 
est Hopson, came to me at Abbe- 
ville with the news. I hurried to 
Macon without loss of time, but ad- 
rived to find him a corpse. 

“The reason that I had not accom- 
panied my husband back from Jack- 
sonville prior to the shooting of my 
son, Was that for ten weeks I had 
been, ill with pneumonia. He let¢ 
me, after nursin me With the 
greatest care and tenderness, only 
because his business demanded it. 
The stories that we had been sepa- 
rated are absolutely false. We were 
never separated except when ecir- 
cumstances demanded it. Fred Shep- 
ard was one of the best men I ever 
knew.” 

When asked about the estate of 
Shepard, Mrs. Elmer spoke scorn- 
fully of the reports of his wealth 
,and declared that Fred Shepard 
was a laborer and not a million-- 
aire. He was employed by the 
Shepard estate to manage, she said. 
Here, Mr. Durrance, her attorney, 

that the estate now owes 
him some twenty-odd thousand dol- 
lars for salary .which has never 
been paid. Mrs. Elmer resumed that 
she was often in financial] straits 
and had hard times for la¢x of 
money. 

Fred Shepard owned in his own 
name, she said, two horses, three 
mules, one cow and a small hopse 
in Portland, Oregon, which, a réal- 
ty company of that city Valued at 
$6,000. He was an heir and not a 
wealthy man. Here Mrs. Elmer 
appeared very indignant about cer- 
tain allegations which she has 
heard concerning the private life 
of hersélf and her husband and 
Dr. F. Eugene Elmer, her present 
husband. She said she and Shepard 
lived together whenever his business 
permitted him to be in Jacksonville, 
their home. 

Tells 6f Relations. 

“Usually he spent two

During the entire interview, as 
later at the inquest, Mrs. Elmer 
presented a most downcast, nerv- 
ous and hyper-sensitive appear- 
ance. She was dressed in black 
and looked like a woman of forty- 
five or fifty who had broken bad-. 
ly. Her voice was scarcely audi- 
ble, thin. and high pitched. 
The coroner’s jury had been called 
for 2 o'clock and the main street 
of the town was lined with every 
imaginable kind of vehicle by 1:30 
o'clock. At 2:15 the doors to the 
theater were opened and the jam 
Was so great that the spectators 
wedged in the entrance way while 
attempting to enter. Soligitor Gen- 
eral Garrett did not arrive until 
2:30 o'clock. Detective L. P. Whit- 
field, Drs. Funks, Everhart and 
eBrown, Mr. Durrance, Mfrs. _ El- 
mer and Attorney Louis L. Brown, 
representing the Crandalls, were al- 
ready present. .

which I’ spent in bed. I believe 
that I was poisoned by that drink.’ 


Brown's Statement. 


Dr. Brown, who attended Fred 
Crandall during his five days’ ill- 
ness, states: 

“At the time 1 did not think of 
poisoning as the cauS8e, but now I 
believe undoubtedly that there was 
poison in the liquor in She d's 
car. which was given to Crandall.”

Hundreds of people began ay 
ing into Fort Valley by automobile 
and buggy early Saturday morn- 
ing for the inquest, which has been 
moved from the old quarters to 
a public hall in ,order that the 
crowds anight be accommodated. 

The investigation occupies the 
attention and keen interest of this 
and all neighboring counties. 

Ever since Fred D. Shepard died 
in a hospital here on June 1, at 
which time surgeong reported un- 
usual spots on the vital organs, de- 
tectives have been at work on the 
case. \ 

Shepard was taken violently ill 
three days before his death. Pre- 
vious to his illness, it is claimed, 
he accompanied his wife to the bed- 
side“of his wife’s son by @ former 
marriage at Abbeville. 


. Annoymous Package. 

He had inherited a portion of the 
estate of hig father, Alfred Shep- 
ard, a wealthy landowner of sev- 
eral states, and at first it was be- 
+ lieved he had left no will. Mrs. 
Shepard took charge of the estate. 

Ten days before the body was 
first exhumed Mrs. Alice Crandall, 
Shepard’s sister at Perry, received 
an anonymous package through the 
mail in which contained a will, be- 
queathing his widow $10,000 casa 
and a monthly allowance of $100 as 
long as she lived. This will has 
been filed in Houston county court 
of ordinary, but has not been pro- 
bated, the coroner’s investigation 
taking precedence. 

The body of Shepard.has been ex- 
humed twice this: month, but the 
developments of the investigation 
by the chemist and the pathologist 
were closely guarded by the offi- 
cers conndgcted with the case, 

Shepard had an unusual career. 
He disappeared when a boy and was 
located by his. parents in Oregon 
about ten years ago, where hé had 
married. A divorce was obtained, 
and he returned to this state. He 
married Mrs. Pauline Hopson, of 
Abbeville, a year ago. She married 

. Elmer about four months after 
Shepard’s death. 

Dr. Brown was then excused and 
Dr. Funke summoned. After stat- 
ing in answer to questions that he 
was a pathologist, 2 graduate of 
Jefferson Medical college, for sev- 
eral years a professor in that insti- 
tution as well as in the Atlanta 
Medical college, and that in his* 
profession his principal duties are 
to discover the nature and cause 
of diseases by examination of the 
tissues of the body, the question- 
ing proceeded to the immediate 
case. : 

Dr. Funke testified that the eso- 
phagus, duodernum, colon, small in- 
testines, large intestines, gall ducts 
and pharnyx showed extreme anéd 
destructive corrosion. which he 
maintained could be caused by no 
disease kn6Own to medicine. He 
also declared that certain small 
white spots upon the esophagus 
could not have been caused unless 
the poison administered had heen 
taken through the mouth. Here, 
Dr. Funke went into a lengthy 
scientific discussion of the condi- 
tion and contributing causes of that 
condition: as found in analysis of 
the viscera. 


Taken During Life. 


“Judging from changes in organs 
which could not have taken place 
after death,” declared Dr. Funke, 
“it seems to me that some corro- 
sive poison taken during life pro- 
duced death. T know of no disease 
which could have been the cause. 
Dysentery certainly could not have 
produced the condition of the eso- 
phacus which was found.” 

When asked what corrosive pois- 
ons might have produced the re- 
sults discovered, Dr. Funke replied 
bichloride of mercury. arsenic, or 
any of the mineral acids. He add- 
ed tha. bichloride of mercury is 
‘more consistent with all known of 
the case than anv other poison, but 
that his examinations could not ex- 
clude_any one of the metallic pois- 
ons. . 

Solfcitor Garrett asked whether 
or not his examination conld tell 
anvthine about the size of the dose 
administered. Dr. Funke answered 
that he could not be specific, but the 
white spots on the esophagus indi- 
cated a very large dose. 

The next question was: “How 
long ,after_ taking of such a dose 
would the s:mptoms show?’ Dr. 
Funke answered that it was impos- 
sible to state definitely, but that, in 
hie opinion, Fred Shepard had not 
taken the poison more than six days 
hefore his first symptoms of illness, 
and prohably less. This would in- 
dicate that ,the nolson was admin- 
istered for the first time between 
Mav 21 and 27, after Shepard's vis- 
it to Abbeville. where he met his 
wife and the majority of thé famfly 
about the bed of. John S. Hopson, 
who was wounded. 

Everhart on Stand. 


Dr. Funke was excused and Dr. 
Everhart called for, Dr. Everhart, 
after preliminary questions an an- 
swers, testified that he had found 
no traces of poison in his first 
analysis, but subsequently subjected 
the esophagus, duodernum ang 
lower intestines to the same 
tests, when he found fifty grains of 
corrosive sublimate. Dr. Everhart 
explained the method of testing for 
this chemical and how he determined 
that it was not calomel. ‘ 

After declaring that corrosive 
sublimate is a fatal poison if ad- 
ministered in gufficient doses and 
that the amount found in postmor- 
tem analysis has no bearing upon 
the original amount administered. 
he was excused. The jury went 
out. and after about five minutes, 
returned a verdict of death result- 
ing from poison. . 

History of Case. 


Stretching back over a period of 
20 years and involving the life sto- 
ries of several families, the Shepard 
case presents one oO the most 
unique histories ever“found in the 
south. 

Starting at a time when Fred D. 
Shepard ran away from His home 
while a small boy, to be found later 
by his wealthy father on an Oregon 
ranch, where he was married, the 
story follows the Shepard family 
over state after state in the. union, 
as young’ Shepard drove his father 
and mother on inspection trips over 
the extensive Shepard land holdings. 
A divorce had been arranged  be- 
tween Fred Shepard and his wife 
which was subsequently granted. 

Mrs. Elmer, together with her sis- 
ter, who is now Mrs. W. L. Henry, 
lived in Florida at this time. Their 
maiden name was Daugherty. One 
of the girls married a Mr. Hopson. 
The other married Harry M. Schrau- 
denbach. This brings the story up 
to November of 1917, when age

Shepard was at the home 
of her mother in Jacksonville at 
one such time when news was re- 
ceived of the shooting of her son, 
John S. Hopson, at Abbeville. Mrs. 
Shepard rushed to her sen’s bedside 

. Mr. Shep- 
ard also went to Abbeville, It is 
stated by officials that practically 
all members of the-family were 
present on this occasion. 

On May 20 the Shepards and Mrs. 
Henry were in Perry. Later de- 
velopménts show that on this day 
Attorney J. H. Bloodworth drew up 
a will which changed the dispo- 
sition of: Shepard’s property and 
which later made a mysterious de- 
velopment. Bloodworth states that 
Shepard had very little to say of 
the matter and that after it was 
duly\witnessed Shepard placed it in 
his inside coat pocket. Mr. and 
Mrs. Henry acted as witnesses. 

From this point on alge ae 
came fast. On May 27 Fred Shepard 
appeared at the Henry home.in Per- 
ry suffering from a stomach dis- 
order, according to a statement of 
Mrs. Henry.

Following the funeral, Mrs. Shep- 
ard qualified as executor of the es- 
tate and ‘moved to Jacksonville.

“But when it sets up an equal 
claim to Mesopotamia,” the paper 
says, “it justifies a suspicion of in- 
terested motives. ... If Mesopota- 
mian oil is to be brought into a 
‘hotch potch’ the United States must 
put up its proportion of the cost 
of obtaining it; or, speaking more 
broadly, it must make up its mind 
whether it is going to retire again 
behind the barirer of the Monroe

Life Insurance Void

Montgomery, Ala., November 27. 
That payment cannot be collected on 
a life insurance policy made joint- 
ly to two persons when one of the 
parties commits murder to hasten 
its collection, was the gist of an 
opinion of the United States cir- 
cuit court of appeals, received here 
today, upholding Judge Henry D. 
Clayton's verdict in the case of Car] 
‘Spicer, administrator, versus the 
New York Life Insurance company. 

The case resulted from the mur- 
der of Mrs. Nobie C. Spicer, in Cov 
ington county, in 1913, who, with 
her husband, Samuel Spicer, Jr., 
were holders of a joint policy for 
$10,000. Samuel Spicer was indict- 
ed, convicted and sentenced to the 
State penitentiary for life for the 
murder of his wife. 

Suit to collect the policy for the 
estate of Mrs. Nobie Spicer was then 
instituted by Car] Spicer as admin- 
istrator and in the district court 
the plaintiff lost when Judge Clay- 
ton held that the murder of one of 
the beneficiaries by another ren- 
dered the policy void.

Philadelphia, November 27.—An

with Canada, Australia and New

We must 
face it, and it might as well be un- 
derstood that it is in no sense of 
hostility to any nation, but there 
are certain great principles that 
must be accepted. One is that no 
nation has the right or can find a 
cause of war in the demand that 
her people shall migrate to another 
free country, as the,first soyereign 
right is the right to say who-shali 


Senator Lodge said he was 
“afraid” that at the present time 
the immigration laws “are not be 
ing properly enforced.” 

“I say that.” he added, “because 
the department of justice has or- 
dered the deportation of many men 
who had come here in violation of 
our law and who are dangerous to 
the United States.”’ 

Touching on the tariff, Senator 
Lodge said he did not think the du- 
ties on imports are now bearing 
their fair proportion of the expendi- 
tures of the United States. 

“I think,” he added, “with jus- 
tice we can add to the revenue from 
that source and relieve taxpayers 
from more galling and injurious 
taxes.” 

He declared the whole system of 
taxation must be readjusted and 
that he was afraid the United States

TO STRIKE-BREAKERS 
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Denver Riot 
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Denver, Col., November 27.—Men 
brought to Denver to break the 
strike of Denver Tramway em- 
ployees August last Were supplied 
with rifles and ammunition which 
were the property of the state of 
Colorado, according to a report 
prepared by investigators for the 
commission on the Church and So- 
cial service of the federal council 
of the churches of Christ in Amer- 
ica; the department of social action 
of the national Catholic Welfare 
council, and a Denver church com- 
mission. 

One installment of the report 
was made public tonight. The 
strike resulted in seven deaths. 

The most serious rioting of the 
strike occurred on the night of 
August 6 at the East Division car 
barns where strike breakers are 
quartered. A crowd gathered out- 
side. 

“As in all other instances where 
shooting occurred, the tramway 
company official bulletin charges 
shots were fired first from the 
crowd. We are convinced that this 
did not occur,” the report says. 

“General Superintendent West of 
the tramway company,” the report 
continues “expressed amazement 
that there should be any question 
as to the authorization for supply- 
ing the state rifles and equipment 
to the strike breakers. Whatever 
official correspondence had passed 
in order to protect officials the 
fact was—so. Mr. West said—that 
the matter had been decided at a 
conference at avhich the governor 
and the mayor, Mr. Jerome, (lead- 
er of strike breakers) and Mr. 
West himself were all present.” 


ABOUT 10 BE ARRESTED, 
HE COMMITS SUICIDE 


Captain Warren Was Ac- 
cused of Being Short in 
Accounts. 


Norfolk, Va., November 27.—James 
L. Warren, captain of the steamer 
Western Comet, shot himself today 
as a policeman was about to arrest 
him, it is alleged, on a charge of 
being $6,000 short in his accounts.

That the Yale Alumni association 
of this city ig firmly behind the 
project that would bring the foot- 
ball elevens of Georgia Tech and 
Yale university together on the 
Yale gridiron next fall was clear- 
ly shown yesterday in an announce- 
ment made by Tom Connally, one 
of thé best known attorneys in the 
city and a staunch supporter of 
everything concerned with Yale. 

When Professor A. H. Armstrong 
went to Yale last week as the rep- 
résentative of the Georgia Tech Ath- 
letic association he also went on an- 
other mission. He went as the per- 
sonal representative of the Yale 
Alumni association, of which he is 
a member, carrying with him a for- 
mal petition from that body to the 
Yale schedule committee. 

The petition was instigated by 
Morris Brandon, the president of 
the Yale. Alumni association of the 
state-of Georgia, and was signed 


be a big “scoop” for the Yale pub- 
licity men. Tech gets in the head-

When, early in the fourth period, 
Ren G. Koehler, of Geneva, Neb., 
former star at the University of Ne- 
braska, crashed over the Armys 
last white line an a double pass 
play that started seven yards from 
the goal, navy officials among the 
15,000 spectators could draw _ an 
analogy between the main reliance 
of football offense and that of ac- 
tual battles at sea. Both elevens 
had found the forward pass ineffec- 
tive for piercing the enemy’s terri- 
tory far enough. Discarding mod- 
ern aerial tactics, the navy relied 
on the battleship: tackle sm@shes 
irom a close square formation, so 
efficiently that after the touchdown 
was madg, another was prevented 
cnly by a fumble 14 yards from the 
Army’s goal. 

“Come eleven” had been the Navy 
tlowan in preparation for the an- 
uual service game, and eleven came, 
meaning the eleventh victory for 
Annapolis football teams over West 
Point, which makes the series now 
stand even. While future admirals 
gamboled in a snake dance over the 
gridiron, Josephus Daniels had the 
pleausre of seeing his last Army- 
Navy game as secretary of the navy 
end in a victory for the arm of the 
service of which he is the head, 


Notables Present. 

He and Secretaryv Baker, 
Pershing, General Nivelle, of 
France, and other’ officials | who 
were among the thousands of civic 
and service notables at the game, 
joshed one another boastingly on 
the field between the halves, when 
the score was nothing-all.

Poor Punting. 

Poor punting and penalties kept 
the Navy at a disadvantage through- 
out the first half, resulting in the 
ball staying in the Navy’s territory 
throughout the first two periods, 
notwithstanding the fact that the 
Navy rushed the bal! farther and 
gained more by the forward pass. 
But the Army was not- strong 
enough to take advantage of scor- 
ing opportunities. 

In the first period it had the ball 
on the Navy’s 30-yard line as the 
result largely of gainirtig in an ex- 
change of kicks.

This idea, 
however, is far from being correct, 
for a lifeguard must a man thor- 
oughly versed ir. the gentle art of 
lifesaving and, above all, he must 
be mentally alert at all times. 
The Boy Scout motto is “Be Pre- 
pared.” A lifeguard would make 


‘an ideal member of this organiza- 


tion, as he is always prepared for 
any emergency that might arise, ¢s- 
pecially when there are large num- 
bers of women and children swim- 
ming around. To become a register- 
ed lifeguard, one must pass a very 
rigid examination, physically and 
mentally. He must be able to render 
first aid to those victims who have 
been overcome. 

Atlanta has some of the best 
guards in the south and their 
splendid records speak for them- 
selves. One person has been drown- 
ed in the five city pools in the. last 
two years, although on several oc- 
casions, the expert work on the 
part of the lifeguards saved the 
lives of swimmers. More than 
295,000 people swam in the city 
pools last season with but one cas- 
ualty. This shows that the life- 
guards are doing their work as it 
should be done. 

Piedmont Park. 


The Piedmont park pool is one of 
the oldest and largest in the city. 
George Baker and Herbert Donald- 
son h@id complete sway at this pool 
last season and received medals for 
the fine work they did. Donaldson 
is credited with having rescued 21 
lives during the year, while Baker 
saved an an even dozen. Baker is 
an ol4 duck at the life-saving game, 
for back in 1911-12 he was the only 


‘guard at Piedmént. 


He has served 
the city in the capacity for three 
years. Donaldson started in 1917, 
going through the past season. 

In 1913-14, Porter Ernloe, one of 
the many crack swimmers developed 
in the city, ~was in charge. Harry 
Tucker took his place and served 
the public until Donaldson. Cc. E. 
Smith and Richard L. Peel also put 
in several weeks’ service and they 
did some good-’work. 

The city has now five pools open 
to the public, Piedmont, Grank park, 
Oakland City, Maddox and Mosley. 
The last four are the late additions 
to the fold, with Grant park and 
Mosley having only one season. July 
proved to be the month that claimed 
the largest attendance. In that 
month Grant park forged ahead of 
the parks with 55,623 bathers, and 
Piedmont :gave as its total 32,352. 
The total for the month was 117,142. 
The total for all the pools in June 
was 74,228. 

Rush Freeman, A. B. Singleton, 
Henry Hull and J. G. Pitman were 
the life-savers at Grant park the 
last season. They did some dandy 
work and not a life was lost. Judg- 
ing by the attendance at the Grant 
park pool the first season of its 
opening, it will be in a few years 
the leading pool of the city. It is 
now second only to Piedmont. Jerald 
Oslin was incomplete charge of the 
life-saving work at Maddox park 
and the .bathers at that pool speak 
highly of his work. There were 
no lives lost at this‘ pool, but a 
couple of bathers had narrow es- 
capes. Bill Newnam, C. W. Lam- 
bert, and N. Church held the 
posts of lifeguards at the new Oak- 
land City ‘pool and their work gvas 
reported to be very creditable. 

Taking everything into consid- 
eration the season that ended in 
September was the best the city 
pools have seen. The guards knew 
their work and handled the crowds 
on the big days with ease.

NO TRIAL 
SOON IN

Chicago, November 27.—If the 
baseball scandal trial takes its reg- 
ular order on the Cook county crim- 
inal docket, ir will be months before 
the thirteen indicted ball players and 
gamblers are ‘brought to the par of 
justice. 

There are 2,000 cases ahead of it. 
Chicago has had an unprecedented 
crime wave. 

“I don’t believe the trial will be 


held before . next summer,’ said 
State’s Attorney Maclay Hoyne’s sec- 
retary, George Kenny, last night. 

Intimations have been 
that the scandal has been “quieted;” 
that in some quarters it is felt that 


the indicted players have been pun- 
ished enough, and that the case may 
never come to trial. 


The atitude or the criminal 
courts’ building is one of passive in- 
terest. No one seems eager to push 
the case. The administration Is 
about to change hands, and t' pres- 
ent prosecutors are more interested 
in their new jobs. Hartley P. Re- 
plogle, the vigorous young assistant 
state’s attorney who directed the 

nd jury investigation, has al- 
ready departed. 


New Attorney in Charge. 


On December 6, the new prosecut- 
ing attorney, Robert.E. Crowe, will 
take offices. Whether the scandal 
trial will be expedited. will be for 
him to determine. He has not indi- 
cated whether he will seek to obtain 
Replogle as a special prosecutor, or 
whether he will push the “feature 
case” of the outgoing administra- 
tion. Some of the other 2,000 cases 
may be considered by Crowe and 
his incoming retinue of more mo- 
ment. — 

Many of these cases are jail cases 
—the accused are behind the bars.

precedence. 

None o fthe indicted thirteen, how- 
ever, is in jail, Only’ four—George 
Weaver, Eddie Cicotte, Fred McMul- 
lin and Charles Risberzg—have fur- 
nished bond.
